WRECKED BY STYLE CHANGE 


Metzger & Co. Hat Ornaments, Cost- 
ing $400,000, Worth Only $20,000. 


To the chaage in style of women’s 
hats is ascribed the failure of the firm 
of Louis Metzger & Co. of 637 Broad- 
way, fer forty-five years successful 
importers and manufacturers of milll- 
nery ornaments. While the assets of 
the firm are nominally twice as large 
as the Habilities, they consist lergely 
of a stock of unfashionable ornaments 
for women’s hats which represents an 
investment of $400,000, but which, if sold 
under the hammer, would not bring 
$20,000, it is said. Irving L. Ernst, a 
lawyer representing the firm, said yes- 
terday that tne change in fashion which 
decreed aigrettes, ribbons, and flowers 
as decorations for women's hats in the 
place of the old-fashioned ornaments | 
had directly caused the failure of the 
long established firm. 

Louis Metzger, the President of the 
company, organized the business in 
1868, and since then he has made eighty 
trips abroad to buy goods in Europe. 
Almost from the first the company was 
successful, and in May, 1913, .its liabill- 
ites were $154,130, against assets of 
$593,091. By far the greater part of 
the assets, however, was the stock, and 
when the fashion changed the market 
value of this went toumbling down so 
that, when creditors began to press for 
payments recently, the company could 
not realize enough through sales to 
meet its obligations.

INCOME TAX LAW 
_ IN EFFECT TO-DAY 


Treasury Department Issues 


Regulations Showing How It 
Is to be Withheld and Paid.. 


SOME CONFUSION IS CERTAIN 


Government Has Been Deluged with 
Inquiries About It in 


Recent Months.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The income 
tax starts to-morrow, and the Treasury 
Department to-night made public new 
regulations concerning the requirements 
of the law with relation to the 
collection of the 1 per cent. normal tax 
on the incomes of individuals at the 
source of such incomes. 

The regulations require that the 
amount of the tax shall be deducted 
from salaries and other sources of in- 
come by the persons of concerns that 
pay these incomes. One of the inter- 
esting features of the new regulations 
is that a tenant who pays a rental of 
more than $3,000 is made responsible 
for deducting the normal tax from this 
income of his landlord and turning the 
amount of the tax over to the Internal 
Revenue Collector for the district in 
which he lives. 

The man in the street who knows 
he makes more than $3,000 a year, and 
is personally responsible for his share 
of the tax, does not need to begin 
worrying about his payment for the 
present. The operation of the law to- 
morrow affects only banks, corporations 
and others responsible for payment on 
bonds, mortgages, salaries, etc. For 
such part as they are bound by the law 
they must withhold ‘at the source.” 
The amounts so withheld are not pay- 
able immediately to the Treasury and 
the money from the tax will not begin 
flowing into the Treasury vaults for 


many months. 

The tax for 1913 is to be collected from 
March 1, shortly after the Constitu- 
amendment was ratified, until 
Dec. 31. Withholding agents, however, 
must begin deducting the norma! tax 
of 1 per cent. at the source to-morrow, 
withholding it for November and De- 
cember, with certain exceptions. The 
exemptions for 1913 are $2,500 for a sin- 
gle man and $3,333.55 for a married 
man, and the normal tax is not to be 
withheld until the total inccme for the 
year exceeds such amount. The indi- 
vidual reporting upon his own in- 
come of more than $3,000 a year makes 
his return to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue in his district next March. 

All persons, firms, organizations, &c., 
having the receipt, custody, disposal, or 
payment of any annual income, profits, 
or gains are required to withhold the 
tax, except as exempt by law. 

The following income is exempt from 
normal tax of 1 per cent. being with- 
held at the source: 


Dividends on capital stock or from 
the net earnings of corporations and 
like organizations that pay the nor- 
mal tax of 1 per cent. on net income. 
come. ; 

Proceeds from life insurance con- 
tracts, except annual interest pay- 
ments in excess of $3,000. 

Incomes of individuals which is 
not fixed or certain, such as income 
of farmers, merchants, agents com- 
pensated on commission basis, law- 
yers, doctors, authors, inventors, and 
Other professional persons, with no 
f.xed annual incomes. 

The value of property acquired by 
gift, bequest, or descent. 

Interest upon the obligations of the 
United States or its possessions, or 
State or any political sub-division 
thereof. The salary of the President 
and the Vederal Judges. All salaries 
paid by a State, county, or munici- 
pality, including salaries of public 
school teachers. 


The Income Tax law even goes into the 
division ot tamily income. Where a 
husband and wife live together and only 
one of them has an income liable to tax, 
the husband or wife shall make the 
return claiming an exemption of $4,000. 
But if each has an income which is 
liable to the tax, they shall make separ- 
ate returns and one or the other—not 
both—may claim the $4,000 exemption. 

.A fine of not exceeding $2,000 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both, at the discretion of the court, with 
costs of prosecution, may be imposed for 
a false or fraudulent return of taxable 
income. 

Although an income tax has been 
agitated for many years, and its exist- 
ence was assured by an amendment (o 
the Constitution agreed to by the neces- 
sary number of States early last Spring, 
its collection by a Government which 
has not tried it will strain the resources 
of the fertile minds in the Treasury De- 
partment, and probably will be ac- 
companied by a thousand complications 
not now foreseen. 

Ever since President Wilson signed the 
Tariff bill with its income tax pro- 
vision early in the present month, the 
machinery of the Treasury Department 
has been at work upon the regulations 
that are to govern the collection of the 
tax. It has been a task that has kept 
Assistant Secretary Williams, Deputy 
Commissioner of ynternal Revenue 
Speer, and other officials constantly at 
work, and the end is not in sight. 

Mr. Williams said to-night that the 
regulations of the department were not 
difficult to understand, but some of the 
other officials in the department do not 
agree. Thousands of letters and tele- 
grams bringing up for settlement points 
in the new law have poured into the 
department. They have come from 
every conceivable 
greatly added to the labor of making 
regulations. 

The official text of the regulations 
follows: : 

“ Regulations regarding the deduction 
at the source of the normal tax of 
per cent. from income of individuals, 
other than income devised from interest 
upon. bonds and mortgages or deeds of 
trust or other similar obligations of cor- 
porations, joint. stock companies or asso- 
ciations, and insurance companies, un- 
der the provisions of Section 2 of the 
act of Oct. 3, 1913. The ‘source’ in 
these regulations shall be construed as 
referring to the place where the income 
originates. 


By Whom Tax Shall Be Withheld. 


“All persons, firms, &c. m,entioned 
in Paragraph E of this law, hereinafter 
referred to as ‘withholding agents,’ 
namely co-partnerships, companies, 
corporations, joint stock companies or 


associations, insurance companies, in 
whatever capacity acting, including 
lessees, mortgagors of real or personal 
property, trustees acting in any trust 
capacity, executors, administrators, 
agents, receivers, conservators, employ- 
ers, and all officers and employees of 
the United States having the control, 
receipt, custody, dispos. or payment 
of interest (except income derived from

SUICIDE WARNED CHILDREN. 


“Do Not Light the Gas or There Will

Company, the arvia Con- 
struction Company, and the Bithulithic 
Construction Company, Mr. Hennessy 
named as contributors to the bagmen 
for $5,000 each. 

The John Doe proceedings began be- 
foré Magistrate McAdoo at 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon in a large court- 
room in the Criminal Court Building, 
which had been set aside for the investi- 
Zation. The jury box was filled with 
mewspaper reporters long before Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo and Mr. Whitman 
arrived. Mr. Hennessy appeared with 
Assistant District Attorney John Kirk- 
land Clark. Mr. Clark had questioned 
Mr. Hennessy on Wednesday and 
Thursday about the ‘Black Book” 
containing the Stilwell detectaphone 
record. 


“Black Book” Unimportant,. 


It was this ‘Black Book” which 
appeared to be on the minds of all in 
the courtroom. It was thought that Mr. 
Whitman would offer this in evidence 
immediately, and the newspaper re- 
porters were eager to get their hands 
on it. It soon developed, though, that 


the ‘‘ Black Book’’ was about the most 
unimportant feature of the investiga- 
tion. It pertains only to Stilwell’s ut- 
terances against Senators and politi- 
ciazis, and it is known that what Stil- 
well had to say was of little weight. 
The ‘Black Book’’ was not even 
brought into court. Instead Mr. Whit- 
man earried a very buiky affidavit con- 
a probably fifty pages. At the 
very beginning of the proceedings he 
offereti this in evidence, and he was 
sworn by Magistrate McAdoo before it 
was snbmitted. 

“] offer this affidavit of John A. 
Hennessy,”’ said the District Attorney, 
“but with the couft’s permission I 
shouldvlike to refer to it from time to 
time in my examination of Mr. Hen- 
nessy.”” ; 

Magistrate McAdoo admitted the af- 
fidavit and marked it for identification. 
Then the instructed his court stenog- 
rapher that the affidavit was not to be 
copied on the record and that it was 
not to be given to the reporters or to 
any one else. Mr, Whitman, when it 
was returned to him, guarded it zeal- 
ously, amd not even his assistants got 
a look at it. It was said that this af- 
fidavit of Mr. Hennessy contained many 
things which Mr. Hennessy would not 
be asked to testify to on the stand. 
It contaimed secret information, it was 
said, which was invaluable to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, but which was not r6é- 
quired as a part of the publie record. 


“Hennessy’s Voice Fails. 


Mt. Hennessy as he took the oath as 
® wWitness, showed that he was very 
hoarse. He could hardly speak when 
the*first questions as to his name and 
address were put to him and when 


Mr.. Whitman asked for his occupation 
Mr. Hennessy hesitated for a long time 
before he could clear his voice suf- 
ficiently to answer. The witness ex- 
plained that he had been advised by 
his physician that he would be unable 
to go on with his campaign speeches 
at night if he persisted in talking in 
the day time. Hs physician, he said, 
was Dr. H. Holbrook Curtis of 118 
Madison Avenue. s 

“J am very anxious to finish my 
work in the campaign and I have at 
least three speeches to deliver every 
night between now and next Tuesday,” 
said the witness. ‘‘ Of course, I would 
like to be excused until after the elec- 
tion.’’ 

Magistrate McAdoo would not hear 
of a postponement and neither would 
Mr. Whitman. The witness was told 
to proceed and the very first question 
caused him to turn uneasily in his 
seat. aS 

“F have read this affidavit,” sait 
Mr. Whitman, ‘‘and I ask where you 
got the information relative to state- 
ments concerning the nomination | of 
Judge Edward B. McCall in 1902?

With this 
power at his command, Magistrate Mc- 
‘Adoo said, he would sustain the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s question, and direct the 
witness to answer to that and ail S5ub- 

quent questions. 
eee Well, if IY must tell, I will,’’ said Mr. 
Hennessy. nd information came from 

Sugene Wood.” , 
"On the request of Mr. Whitman that 
he repeat in substance the conversa-~- 
tions which he had with Mr. Wood, be- 
tween May and September of this year, 
Mr. Hennessy began his story. 


Hennessy Names Wood. 

“tT have known Mr. Wood for twenty- 
five years,’’ he said. “I want to ex- 
plain that Mr. Wood was very much in- 
terested in the political situation in 
Albany, and I knew that he had a 


source of information in Albany which 
was on the other side from the source 
of my own information. I refer to Pat- 
rick McCabe. McCabe was one of Mr. 
Wood’s sources of information. Ww ood 
asked his brother-in-law, William E 
Ellis, to drop in to see me one day last 
May. -Mr. Ellis told me that Mr. Wood 
wanted to see me, and I met Mr. W ood 
Vv »pointment. 
my Wood first told me last May that 
there had been a dinner at Delmonico’s 
at which William H. Fitzpatrick of Buf- 
falo, Senator Wagner, John H. McCooey, 
Judge McCall, Charles F. Murphy, Pat- 
rick. McCabe, and perhaps several others 
had been present. The dinner, he said, 
had been held the night before. The 
people at that dinner, he said, hod dis- 
cussed the impeachment of Gov. Sutzer. 
Wood was not there. I told him that 
I had heard of the Delmonico dinner ; 
that McCall had told Sulzer that he was 
there and that he, McCall, had pro- 
tested against the impeachment as go- 
ing,too far.

‘““Wood either saw or called Plunkitt 
on the phone. I don’t remember what 
Wood said—and arranged a‘ meeting in 
his room for that same night. He 
arranged a meeting between McCall and 
Plunkitt in his room. Plunkitt came 
in first and told Wood that he didn’t 
know McCall well and he wasn’t so 
much opposed to McCall, but he in- 
sisted that McCall- should hove come 
to him first as the leader of the dis- 
trict. He said he wanted all candidates 
from his _ district to see him first. He 
was tired, he said, of having them go 
or Eleventh Street. 

Mr. Whitman interrupted Mr. Hen- 
nessy’s story several times to be assured 
that Hennessy was quoting what he had 
heard from his. informer, Wood. Hen- 
nessy told the District Attorney that 
everything he had related he had got 
from Wood. He continued: 


The Conversion of Plankitt. 


““McCall came in, and Wood left 
Plunkitt and MeCall together while he 
went to Brady’s room. Later McCall 
notified Wood to come in, and when 
Wood came into the room he found Mc- 
Call and Plunkitt on very friendly 


terms, Subsequently Plunkitt told Wood 
that he was going to see Murphy and 
ask him to nominate McCall. I won't 
be specific, but I think that Wood told 
me that Murphy was waiting in a res- 
taurant in Third Avenue near Tenth 
or Eleventh Streets. 

“Wood told me that after Plunkitt 
saw Murphy, phy was still obstinate 
and that Big Tim Sullivan went to see 
him again. Wood also telephoned to 
Murphy, but a wouldn't give him 
any assurance. ood told Murphy that 
he had no other candidate and was just 
bluffing. On the night that the nomi- 
nation conferences were on in Tam- 
many Hall in 1902, Wood came to Tam- 
many and waited outside near the thea- 
tre. Soon Murphy came along with 
“* Phil Donahue, and Murphy said, 
‘Well, I see that you have nominated 
your man.’ 

“Wood said that there had been a 
campaign asséssment on McCall. He 
did not see it paid, but he said the 
money had been borrowed by McCall 
from ex-Police Inspector McLaughlin. 
He said a part of it had gone to Plun- 
kitt. He did not say that the other part 
had gone to Murphy. There was a dis- 
pute over the payments to McLaughlin 
by McCall. It was some five or six 
years before the last payment was 
made. Plunkitt said that there was 
still some money due him, but McCall 
insisted, Wood said, that a part of Mc- 
Laughlin’s money was a campaign con- 
tribution. McLaughlin said ‘No,’ and 
said that he had made all his campaign 
contributions to headquarters. A ref- 
eree was appointed. I think he said it 
was Warden Fallon, but I won’t swear 
as to that. The referee decided in favor 
of McLaughlin.” 

“Did you have any more conversa- 
tions with Mr. Wood?” District Attor- 
ney Whitman asked. 

“Yes,” the witness continued, his 
voice becoming stronger all the time. 
“T saw Mr. Wood at his house after the 
nomination of Judge McCall and told 
him I was going on the stump for the 
Fusion ticket. IT told him I didn’t want 
it known pending the impeachment pro- 
ceedings. I told Wood there were some 
Democratic Senators who were not con- 
trolled by the machine who were in 
doubt, and that I didn’t want to take 
part in the campafgn until the trial was 
over. I brought up the Mclaughlin 
story and Wood told me that McLaugh- 
lin was pretty sore at McCall. 

“T saw Wood after the trial had be- 
gun—about the last week in September 
—and I then asked him whether Warden 
Fallon was the referee between Mc- 
Laughlin and McCall. He said he 
couldn’t remember the name. Me- 
Laughlin, he said, was sore on other | 
matters. I had no further conversation 
with Mr. Wood.” 


Wood Attended Conferences, 


“Did Mr. Wood say he was present 
at any conference between McCall and 
any other persons?” asked Mr. Whit- 
man, while all in the court room 
strained to hear the answer. 

‘*Yes,’’ testified Mr. Hennessy, “ be- 
tween McCall and Plunkitt, and also be- 
tween Murphy and Brady.” 

“Are you sure Wood was present 
when McCall and Plunkitt were to- 
gether on this nomination matter of 
which you speak? ”’ 

“ Yes, I am sure of it,’’ said the wit- 
ness. 

‘Did Mr. Wood inform you that he 
had had any conversations about cam- 
paign funds? ”’ 

“No,” said Mr. Hennessy. 

‘““Did Mr. Wood inform you that he 
had ever seen any checks or money 
pass from Judge McCal) or his repre- 
sentatives to Tammany Hall?’”’ 

‘“*No,”’ replied Mr. Hennessy, ‘‘ Wood 
simply told me that former Inspector 
McLaughlin told him that he advanced 
money for McCall. I am sure he said 
that McLaughlin gave money to Mc- 
Call in cash.’’ 

Nothing was said by Mr. Hennessy 
about a $35,000 note such as he had men- 
tioned in his early compaign speeches as 
having passed between a Supreme Court 
Justice and Murphy. Mr. Hennessy said 
that Wood had told him that McCall got 
cash from McLaughlin. 

“Is there anything else that you can 
say about your conversations with Wood 
on this matter?’’ asked District Ator- 
ney Whitman. 

“Only this,’’ replied the witness, 
*“‘that Wood told me that if it had not 
been for influential friends, including 
Brady, McCall would not have received 
the nomination from Murphy, despite 
Big Tim Sullivan’s intervention. [c- 
Cali, he said, was a little offish with the 
organization. He said Brady declined to 
contribute to MecCall’s campaign be- 
cause he had already contributed to the 
local organization and to the Albany or- 
ganization.”’ 

‘*“Do you know or have you heard of 
any other contributions for McCall?” 
asked Mr. Whitman. 

‘* No,’’ said the witness. 

“Did any of the events you spoke of 
take place within the last five years?.” 
asked Mr. Whitman. 

“Well,” responded the witness, ‘it 
took five or six years, Wood said, to 
settle the payments, and he said there 
was a dispute over the last payment.” 

Magistrate McAdoo here asked the 
witness whether he was not able. to 
fix the date of the last payment. The 
witness said he was not able to do so. 

‘Did Mr. Wood tell you that he was 
asked to subscribe to a fund for McCan, 
or did he tell you of any other funds?” 

“No,” said Mr. Hennessy. ‘Mr. Wood 
gave me the impression that all the 
money was supplied by Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin.” 

Mr. Hennessy said that Wood had 
informed him that Murphy chose 
George W. Plunkitt as the man to 
“QO. KK." MeCall’s nomination. 

‘““And I want to add,” he said, “ that 
I reported this full conversation to 
Gov, Suizer, to Henry L. Stoddard, 
editor of The Evening Mail, and to 
Robert Adamson in Mayor Gaynor's 
office, immediately after McCall fad 
been selected in Delmonico’s.”’ 


MeGuire Told of Up-State Graft. 


At this point the question switched 
to the up-State canal and highway 
contract graft concerning which Mr. 
Hennessy said that he had’ consider- 
able information. He had obtained fhis 
in part through his own investigations 
under the Moreland act and a part 
through informers. When pressed to 
give the name of his chief informer 
he said it was George McGutre. 

‘Do you know Arthur A. McLean?” 
asked Mr. Whitman, referring to the 
Hennessy affidavit. 

“T have seen him at meetings of the 
State Committee, and I subpoenaed him 
to testify about what I considered a

Mr. Whitman did not press Mr. ~Hen-

Contributions From Contractors. 


“Mr. McGuire had told me several 
times about contributions which had 
been made by large canal contractors 
and by contractors on the highways, 
and I went up to Buffalo before the pri- 
maries and made some statements there 
for the purpose of defeating William H. 
Fitzpatrick.’’ 

“He was defeated, wasn’t he?” asked 
Mr. Whitman. 

‘““Yes he was,” replied Mr. Hennessy; 
“two to one.”’ 

“Mr. McGuire had said that most of 
the contributions had been made to 
Mack,” Mr, .Hennessy continued, ‘ and 
that many were not recorded. Mack, who 
was owner of The Buffalo Times, re- 
pudiated my statements and said he 
would swear under oath that I had not 
told the truth. He said I had made the 
statements for political effect. I in- 
vited him as Commissioner under the 
Moreland act to testify before me, and 
he wrote an editorial in which he said 
that he would come. He didn’t come, 
however, but wrote a letter saying that 
he was staying away on the advice of 
his counsel. 

“In the meantime J had reached Mc- 
Guire on the long-distance telephone, 
and I told him that I’d have to make 
good and that he’d have to give me the 
‘goods,’ because I had received most of 
my information from him. He said he’d 
meet me in Utica, and he did, on the 
Friday before the Buffalo eel 

‘*Mr. Stephen Ryan of Chenango had 
also given me information, and he said 
he would come. I talked with Ryan 
first, and he said that contractors of 
his Sounny. had met in William H. 
Kelly’s office and had turned over 
money, according to the relative amounts 
of their contracts, in amounts from 
$1,000 down to $50. He had the names 
of the contractors, but no proof. Ed- 
ward EF. phere of Kingston, he said 
did the collecting. 

a then I talked with McGuire and he 
told me of many contributions. I asked 
him for some specific cases which I 
could put up to Mack and he gave 
them to me. His original writing is in 
your hands now, Mr. District Attorney. 
You have a list of the contributors. Mc- 
Guire said all the contributions were in 
1911 and 1912, except one that was made 
by ‘Jim’ Stewart for $25,000 in 1910. 
McGuire didn’t tell me about Jim Stew- 
art’s contribution. The man who got 
the money told me later.” 

‘““Who was it?” snapped the District 
Attorney. 

“That man was W. F. Conners of 
Buffalo (Fingy Conners.) Conners told 
me that Murphy had told him to get a 
good big contribution from Stewart be- 
cause Stewart had a big contract, 

“The money was passed in Dunkirk, 
I believe, and handed over in cash in 
New York in October, 1910.” 

“Did Conners tell you he had a con- 
versation with Murphy?” asked Mr. 
Whitman sharply. 

‘Yes,’ replied Hennessy, ‘‘in New 
York, and Conners said tnat Murphy 
told him to get the money from S‘ew-| 
art. Murphy told him he didn’t know | 
Stewart very well.” 

Mr. Hennessy drifted back to his con- } 
versation with McGuire and was al- 
lowed to go on in his own way without 
interruption, . 

‘*Mr. McGuire told me of three Stewart 
contributions,”’ said the witness. ‘‘ The 
first of $5,000 tc J. Sergeant Cram, the 
second to Mack. He didn’t tell me! 
where Stewart's $25,000 went, but IF 
tell you how I found it out if you want 
to know.”’ 

Magistrate McAdoo leaned forward 
and urged Mr. Hennessy to go on. 

‘“A man named McDonough, a_ big 
contractor of Niagara Falls, with a 
town house in Buffalo, called on me} 
and told me that Conners wanted to see 
me. I rode in an automobile with Mr. 
Burghard, and Mr. McDonough to Con- 
ners’s house, Conners wanted to know 
what I had on Stewart. I said I had 
him three times, $25,000, $5,000, and 
$5,000. ‘Was the $25,000 in 1910 or 1911?" 
Conners asked. ‘I am not sure’ I said. 
‘Well, I know of one $25,000,’ said Con- 
ners, ‘because [I got it for Murphy in 
1910, maybe that’s thé one you mean.’ 
Burghard was present and so was Mce- 
Donough, but McDonough was _ talking 
to the District Attorney on the tele- 
phone at that time trying to make an 
appointment for me. 

“McGuire gave me a list of con- 
tractors which I was to question Mack 
on. That was not a complete list, un-} 
derstand, because it did not include the} 
road contractors, not one of whom} 
escaped.”’ ' 

Mr. Hennessy’s. voice was getting | 
weaker again, and he had to hesitate 
often to clear his throat. He continued, 
however, with the recital of his failure 
to get contractors to testify, explaining 
how the contractors all took advantage 
of Gov. Sulzer’s impeachment. 

“A Mr. Foley,”’ continued Mr. Hen-| 
nessy, “who was the First Deputy in 
the Highway Department, told me in 
the presence of witnesses that fer all 
repair contracts there was a 10 per 
cent. assessment paid in New York. 
The contractors, he said, paid their 
money to McLean, the bagman. I will 
also say here now, that the record 
shows that there was an allowance 
overcharge on repair contracts which 
leads me to believe that the State and 
not the contractors paid the assess- 
ment.”’ 

At this point Mr. Hennessy leaned far 
forward in his chair and scanned the 
courtroom. Then He continued: 


Contractor Took Cash to New York. 


* One man told me that John E, Con- 
salus, a road contractor, who worked 
under three different company names, 
collected money and took it down to 
New York. He offered to testify and to 
give me all the names of men who paid. 
I refused the offer, for I was after Con- 
saules myselr, ana i could have forced 
it from him if it had not been for Gov. 


Sulzer’s impeachment. This man who 
told me about Consalus van give you 
the names of the men collected from in 
1911 and 1912. That man is Joseph Cur- 
ran, and I see him here in cour: now. 

The spectators glanced about the 
court room to see if they could detect 
Mr. Curran. A little later a messenger 
left the court room and shortly after 
one of Mr. Whitman’s staff of de- 
tectives came into the room, No sub- 
poena was served on the man whom 
Hennessy had named, however, so far 
as could be learned. 

Mr. Hennessy continued: 

‘‘Mr. McGuire told me that Jim Stew- 
art had received an offer from Thomas 
F. Smith of Tammany Hall and a man 
named Doyle, by which Mr. Stewart 
could get a barge canal contract known 
as Contract 7: A, by the payment to 
Smith and Doyle of $150,000. Mr. Stew- 
art had told that to a number of persons. 
Mr. Stewart was the lowest bidder on 
Contract 72 A, and the next lowest on 
71 A, two jobs lying side by side. He 
offered to take off $60,000 if he got the 
joint contract, which would have made 
him the lowest bidder on the two. 

“Now, the McGovern Company was 
the lowest bidder on Contract 771A. 
This company, McGuire said, was com- 
posed of ‘Tom’ Smith of Tammany 
Hall; ‘Phil’ Donohue, Treasurer of 
Tammany Hall, and a man from Phila- 
delphia. Sulzer was urged to hold up 
this contract, and in the meantine the 
offer to Stewart was renewed for $125,- 
000, The Canal Board then let the con- 
tract to the McGovern Company and 
threw out Stewart's bid on 72A, on the 
sround that he was the only bidder. 

hen Stewart bid again, this time he 
got it, on a bia 30 per cent. higher than 
the engineer's est’mate. 

“Stewart was sore, and that was one 
of the reasons why he told McGuire he 
got a ‘raw’ deal, he sa‘d. 

‘“‘MecGuire told me about H S. Ker- 
baugh, who gave $10,000 in 1911 and $5,- 
000 in 1912.”’ 

‘* Ts that the Mr. Kerbaugh from Phil- 
adelphia?’’ asked Mr. Whitman. 

‘* 7 guess so,’’ said Mr. Hennessy. “1 
know he comes from Pennsylvania.” 

‘“ Anyway,” continued the witness, 
“one or the other of these amounts 
went to Mack. Kerbaugh had con- 
tracts of $90,000,000 altogether and he 
told people that all told about $100,000 
went to Murphy. Then Mr. eGuire 
mentioned a contractor whose last name 
is Staler. McGuire said that Sta’er 
took some money down to New York 
himself. He said that until J. Sergeant 
Cram quarreled with Murphy over the 
United States Senatorship, Murphy al- 
ways sent the contractors to Cram, but 
that after that agian went to McLean 
and some to Mack. 

‘* You will find on your list, Mr. Dis- 
trict Attorney, that a man named Kelly

of Syracuse subscribed $10,000. This 
money was taken by Everett Fowler of 
Kingston. He was. the ‘among 
the contractors. fs , Was put 
down as a contribution in the name of 
Kelly, the leader of Fowler's district. 
Stee was done to hide the real con- 
utor. 


Contributions In Dummies’ Names. 


‘“‘The same was true in Tom Foley’s 
district here in New York. Contribu- 
tions were put in the names of dummies 
so as to hide the names of certain per- 
sons who had been sandbagged to con- 
tribute.”’ 

‘**You mean men who had been col- 
lected from?” interrupted Mr. Whit- 
man.

here and testify that he had got $5,000 
r- Foley and sent his check to Mc- 

an.’’ , 

Mr. Hennessy could hardly be heard 
when he referred to a meeting which 
took place in the office of Gov. Dix. 
McGuire had told him aboyt this meet- 
ing, he said, and he wasn’t certain 
whether Gov. Dix was in office at the 
time or not. 

“McGuire told me that Norman B. 
Mack, Everett Fowler, and G. Gordon 
Reel, former Commissioner of High- 
ways, were at this meeting in Gov. Dix’s 
office,’’ the witness said. ‘‘It was agreed 
there thai the division engineers under 
Fowler’s orders should summon the 
contractors along the canal to certain 
places on certatn days, and that was 
done. Then Fowler came around to 
those places and collected money. He 
turned the money over to Norman_E. 
oon who brought it down to New 

ork.”’ 

Mr. Hennessy started to elaborate on 
the plans laid in the office of Gov. Dix 
and had just told how a man named 
Joseph Walker had been forced to pay 
$1,000, when he appealed to Magistrate 
McAdoo to halt the proceedings. His 
throat, he said, was in such bad shape 
that he could not see how he could talk 
at three meetings in the evening. Mag- 
istrate McAdoo thereupon turned to Mr. 
Whitman and said: . 

“The investigation, as far as it has 
been conducted, shows that this is a 
matter of great public importance, a 
matter which should take precedence 
over other public matters. It is quite 
evident that a large number of impor- 
tant witnesses must be called. I want 
it understood that I will give my whole 
time to the investigation.” 

Mr. Whitman glanced over the Hen- 
nessy affidavit and said that he would 
call at least fifty witnesses. He wanted 
to go on with the investigation, Mr. 
Whitman said, and he asked Mr. Hen- 
nessy whether he would be able to come 
to-day. Mr. Hennessy begged to be ex- 
cused until after the election. He: ex- 
plained that he did not wish to delay 
the proceedings, but that his whole 
heart was set on finishing his cam- 
paign work and that his physician had 
assured him that he would not be abie 
to do the campaign work if he insisted 
upon appearing daily in the John Doe 
investigation. 

Mr. Whitman said that he would have 
to put Mr. Hennessy on the stand at 
least two or three times more to ex- 
haust the material in the affidavit be- 
fore him. 

After much discussion, the next hear- 
ing was set for Monday afternoon at 8 
o’clock. If Mr. Hennessy cannot go on 
then, it is understood, Mr. Whitman will 
call Eugene D. Wood. 


McCALL DENIED CHARGES. 


Murphy and Plunkitt Said Also 
Hennessy Statements Were Untrue. 


On Oct. 27, Edward E. McCall issued 
a statement in reply to Mr. Hennessy’s 
charges on the stump that he had paid 
money to ex-Senator Plunkitt for his 
nomination as a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, in which he denied all of the 
allegations. At that time Mr. McCall 
said: 

I never paid to Charles F. Murphy or to 
George W. Plunkitt any sum money, 
smali or great, ranging from a pemny up to 
any amount that the imagination of this 
individual could conceive of. Not only does 
this apply to these gentlemen named, but 
I never, indirectly or in any other man- 
ner, paid to any person on earth for them, 
er to any other individual, any money 
whatsoever, or anything of value whatso- 
ever; and neither did anybody in my behalf, 
acting upon my authority for me, or with 
any knowledge on my part then or since 
acquired, pay any money or anything of 
value for the nomination for Justice of the 
Supreme Court, with which I was honored 

I never went to the Hoffman House or to 
any other hotel, or to any other place and 
mct ex-Senator Plunkitt in a room in 
such hotel or any other place. I never had 
a conversation of any kind with Senator 
Plunakitt in reference to my nomination. I 
never resided in any district in which 
Senator Plunkitt was leader. 

I never talked with Anthony N. Brady 
in my life about my nomination for Jus- 
tice. I was never in Mr. Brady’s room, 
if he had one in the Hoffman House, and 
never knew that he resided there or had a 
room there. I knew nothing about Mr. 
Brady’s movements or where he lived or 
where he was upon any nignt. Though I 
knew Mr. Brady, he being a prominent 
Albanian and I a boy born and reared 
there, my aqquaintance with him while 
being a delightful one, although he was a 
much older man whom I always respected 
and admired, intimacy with him never 
passed beyond that of the most casual] na- 
ture. 

In the year 1902, when I was nominated 
for Justice of the Supreme Court, there 
was a Gubernatorial canvass, and _ the 
nominee on the Democratic ticket was Bird 
S. Coler. Without request or intimation 
from any one, I voluntarily made a contri- 
bution, and if my recollection serves me 
rightly, it was a day or two before elec- 
tion. 


At the same time Charles F. Murphy 
and ex-Senator Plunkitt made affidavits 
denying the charges in connection with 
McCall’s nomination to the Supreme 
Court made against them by Hennessy. 


SMITH DENIES CANAL CHARGE. 


He Can’t Understand What Hen- 
nessy Is Driving at, He Says. 


Thomas F. Smith, Secretary of Tam- 
many Hall, issued this denial last night 
of part of Mr. Hennessy's testimony : 

‘This story is absolutely false. I 
don’t know what fennessy can be driv- 
ing at. I never to my knowledge met 
Jim Stewart in my life, or any repre- 
sentative of his, nor did 1 ever communi- 
cate with him. I don’t know any man 
named Doyle, who could have figured in 
any such transaction. 

I have no interest in any McGovern 
Construction Company, either directly 
or indirectly. I never had any con- 
versation about canal contracts or took 
any action with reference to such con- 
tracts. The whole thing is manufac- 
tured.”

TELLS OF 15,000 FLOATERS 


Laughs at Murphy’s Story That He 
Sent for Brady—Says Murphy 
Never Would Have Dared. 


John <A. Hennessy spoke in the 
Borough of Queens last night. In all he 
addressed some 5,000 voters gathered at 
three halls, one in Richmond Hill, one 
at Woodside Park and one in Ridge- 
wood. His denunciation of Murphy and 
Murphy’s henchmen aroused tremendous 
applause at all the meetings. 

At Bauer’s Hall, in Richmond Hill, 
were Mr. Hennessy delivered his first 
speech, he told an audience of two 
thousand persons that Tammany had 
virtually given up the fight for its can- 
didates on the city ticket, and that Ed- 
ward E. McCall, Tammany’s Mayoralty 
candidate, was holding on in the hope 
that by doing so he might: be able to 
pull the Tammany County _ ticket 
through. This assertion was received 
with cheers. 

Mr. Hennessy said that the uniformed 
members of the Police and Fire De- 
partments were being bled for campaign 
contributions by Tammany Hall. It 
is a violation of the election law to 
demand campaign contributions from 
policemen or firemen vor from Civil 
Service employes generally. 

“They are blackmailing the policemen 
and they are blackmailing the firemen,” 
said Mr. Hennessy. ‘I have in my 
possession a very nice circular letter 
which I intend to read at the Academy 
of Music to-morrow night. In the letter 
they say that the cause is getting along 
rather slowly, and that money is need- 
ed. The letter is signed by four per- 
sons, all of whom hold office under the 
City of New York.” 

Mr. Hennessy also said that he had 
been informed that Tammany Hall was 
preparing to import floaters from New 
Jersey—15,000 to 20,000 of them—in an 
effort to elect some of the candidates 
on the New York County ticket. 

“T told the Fusion Committee about 
them,"’ said Mr. Hennessy. ‘‘ Some of 
them have been planted in Mr. Murphy's 
district to my knowledge, some of them 
in Boyle’s district, and some of them 
in Tom Foley's district.” 

For the first time at any of the meet- 
ings which Mr. Hennessy has addressed 
this last week, the mention of Mr, Sul- 
zer’s name evoked appiause. At other 
meetings references to Sulzer have been 
received in silence even by the most re- 
sponsive audiences, When Mr. Hen- 
nessy first mentioned Sulzer’s name last 
night the audience cheered and applaud- 
ed for almost a minute. There were 
many business and professional men in 
the audience. 

Mr. Hennessy took up again Murphy’s 
statement that he had _returne to 
Anthony N. Brady the $25,000 contribu- 
tion which had first been rejected by 
Sulzer and afterward had been given 
to Mr. Murphy by Samuel A. Beardsley, 
one of Mr. Brady’s counsel. Mr. Hen- 
nessy said again that Mr. Murphy’s ex- 
planation was a lie. 

“We knew a thing or two,” sald Mr. 
Hennessy, “and we were willing to let 
Mr. Murphy lie about the larceny of 
these $5,000. To-day the truth came 
out. Murphy admits that srady had 
sued him for the return of $45,000 worth 
of bonds. The fact is that Mr. Brady 
had not spoken to Mr. Murphy for three 
years. There never was a time when 
Mr. Murphy dared to call Mr. Brady on 
the telephone and summon him to his 
apartment at Delmonico’s. Brady was 
the big man and Murphy was the little 
man always with Brady, and whenever 
Murphy saw Brady he saw him at 
Brady’s rooms in the Hoffman House. 

“Tt was there Brady sent for him 
when he wanted to nominate McCall 
for Supreme Court Judge, it was there 
he sent for him whenever he wanted 
to use Murphy, just as you or I want 
ee with our little dog or our little 
cat. 

= No more unfit man has ever been 
nominated for Mayor in my time, and 
I will be fifty-four next month,” said 
Mr. Hennessy, referring to Mr. Mc- 
Call, “Murphy impeached Sulzer. On 
Tuesday we will impeach Murphy and 
his kind forever.

HENNESSY’S SPEECH.

“The late afternoon newspapers say 
that I attempted this afternvon to 
dodge the John Doe inquiry ang have 
it put over until after election, mean- 
ing to imply, innocently or no, that 
I did not want to meet the issues. 

Dr. Hol- 
brook Curtis said to me to-day that I 
should net talk at all until to-night, 
and that the simple operation that he 
performed would make me all right 
each night if I did not talk during the 
day.

He reverted to the time of Sulzer's 
nomination for Governor, and continued: 


Pressure to Elevate Luce. 


“Well, Sulzer was. elected, and he 
went up there. And then came the 
pressure to elevate Judge Luce from the 
Court of Claims to be a Judge of the 
General Sessions, to renominate Peck, 
and to put a lot of other Murphy men 
over the plate, until Sulzer’s real friends 
came to him and said: ‘Are you going 
to be the Governor you said you would 
be, or are you going to be simply a mat 
for Murphy?’ 

«Tf you are a mat for Murphy, we 
are through with you,’ they said. I was 
one of these. : 

Hennessy then told about Sulzer’s visit 
on April 14 with McCall to Murphy's 
house, and repeated how he had found 
Mrs. Sulzer in tears. 


Derides Tammany Economy. 


Mr. Hennessy then entered® upon a 
discussion of the issue of economy put 
forward by Mr. McCall. Continuing he 
said: ‘‘ Over in Rockland County I went 
to look over some roads, and one of 
them was a road built "by a Tammany 
contractor who was a member of the 
State Committee and also a leader in 


Tammany Hall, leader of the Twenty- 
seventh District, and his name is Bart 
Dunn. [Laughter.] Well, now, what 1 
found about that road was this: That 
gentleman being.a very. busy_man for- 
got to build one mile of it; [Laughter] 
jthat the bookkeeper being an obtuse 
sort of fellow, and not keeping up to 
date, charged for all of it.» 

‘““Now, there was some State ofl not 
far away on a repair job, and so Dunn 
took this State oil and put it over that 
last mile of road so it would look pretty 
well to him. [Laughter. ] Well, it 

| didn’t look well to me, and so the en- 
|gineers went down in it and found it 
| was the old macadam road. The rest 
of the road was to be a concrete road 
and it was to be one portion of cement 
and two and a half of sand and five 
of screened gravel. But you know in 
Tammany Hall there is an economy of 
virtue. [Laughter.] And so Mr. Dunn 
| took up the old macadam road, and he 
used the State stone and the old sand 
and some stuff from the side banks of 
the road, and mixed that with the ce- 
jment and called it a concrete road and 
| laid it. It was to be five inches deep. 

‘““We don’t like to do any injustice 
to anybody. So we cut that road every 
two hundred feet, and nowhere did we 
find it more than two inches deep. 
jLaughter.} And then Dunn’s foreman 
was a funny sort of fellow [laughter.] 
He never could measure up anything 
for me. The road was to be sixteen feet 
wide. In some places we did find it 
twelve and a half and thirteen, but it 
averaged eleven and a half feet wide. 
Now, that is all that Mr. Dunn did.” 

Mr. Hennessy referred to similar in- 
stances of Tammany “economy.” Mr. 
Iiennessy repeated the allegation that 
no man could be appointed to a place

‘““Have you any comment to make on 
District Attorney Whitman's speech?”

I don't say it in 
the sense of trying to get even because 
of what has been said about me, but 
for the general good of the city. We 
cannot go on with this kind of journal- 
‘Sm and expect to have peace and quiet. 


He Likes A Fair Fight. 


“TI ke a fair fight, and I don't 
care how much they punch and kick 
If I have a chance to fight back.” 

Mr. McCall here produced a copy of 
James Ford Rhodes’s “ History of the 
United States" and quoted from it to 
show that The New York World had 
attacked Abraham Lincoln and imputed 
dishonest motives to him. 

During the afternoon 
representing the German-American 
Citizens’ League called upon Mr. Me- 
Call at his headquarters and pledged 
him its support. The. delegation was 
headed by Joseph Fry and Alphonse 
G. Koelble. They told Mr. McCall that 
the league, at a recent meeting I 
indorsed him because it believed hina 
to be particularly fitted for the office 
of Mayor by reason of his intellectual 
maturity, his grasp of public affairs 
his knowledge and mental poise. 

Mr. McCall received word during the 
day that upward of 150 attaches of the 
Supreme Court who served while he was 
on the bench had indorsed him.

NO HAND IN COURT—McCALL. 


Never Attended a Sulzer Impeach- 
ment Conference, Says He. 


Edward E. McCall, the Tammany can- 
didate for Mayor, was asked yesterday 
if there was any truth in the statement 
made by John A. Hennessy at the John 
Doe investigation, that while Mr. McCall 
was at the meeting of Mr. Murphy and 
others at Delmonico’s he, McCall, had 
given it as his opinion that the impeach- 
ment trial of Mr. Sulzer would be il- 
legal, and that Patrick E. McCabe had 
said, if the advice of a lawyer was 
needed they would call one in.

ADDRESSES WOMEN’S CLUB 


Refusing to Reply to Hennessy, He 
Says: “i Was Born and 
Reared a Gentleman.” 


At the first of a series of eight meet- 
ings which he addressed in Manhattan 
and the Bronx last night, it seemed that 
Edward E. McCall, the Tammany candi- 
date for Mayor, was making a real ef- 
fort to deliver a speech that would be 
free from references to Ralph Pulitzer 
and The New York World.

Now they ask 
me why I do not repudiate Mr. Murphy. | 
Why, I never knew it was proper*for a 
gentleman to go out upon the stump 
and repudiate a man who had never 
oebtruded his views upon him In any | 
way. Now, I want to say that I have} 
never had a request from Mr. Murphy | 
of any kind or nature——” 

The applause that greeted Mr. Mc- 
Call's assertion turned to laughter when! 
he added, as soon as he could get a 
chance, ‘ that could not have been made 
with propriety by any gentleman with- 
ot laying his motives open to ques- 
ion.”’ 

At the Hotel Astor Mr. McCall had for

O’GORMAN OUT FOR McCALL. 


Says He Is Opposed by the Same 
Forces That Opposed Gaynor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. $1.--Senator 
James A. O’Gorman of New York gave 
out a formal statement to-night in 
which he said he would vote for Tudge 
McCall for Mayor, and explained his 
reasons for that intention. His state- 
ment was prefaced with the information 


that he would go to New York on Mon- 
day 

“‘ Judge McCall,” said the Senator, “ is 
the candidate of the only regular Demo- 
cratic organization in the City of New 
York. I have known him for_ many 
years. He was my colleague in the Su- 
preme Court. I know him to be a man 
of clean life, fine judgment, great 
ability, and strong character. I am 
confident that his administration as 
Mayor will be safe, sane, and econ- 
omical. 

“The same forces that opposed Judge 
Gaynor four years ago are now arrayed 
against him. I believe that Judge Mc- 
Call will be animated bv the same high 
purpose and courage that controlled 
Judge Gaynor, who was the ablest and 
wisest Mavor that this generation has 
known, notwithstanding the abuse to 
which he was exposed when a cand!- 
date four years ago. Those who op- 
posed him in that contest are praising 
his memory now. Judge McCall with a 
blameless public and _ private career 
should not suffer for the delinquencies 
of others. He meets the Jeffersonian 
test of fitness. He is capable. He Is 
honest. He is faithful to the Constitu- 
tion and the laws. 

“T agree with District Attorney Whit- 
man that Judze McCall is a man of un- 
impeachable honor. and I denlore the 
efforts of those, who, in a moment of 
hysteria, are endeavoring to tear down 
his life’s work by which he has earned 
the respect and confidence of the whole 
community. 

‘““Nor am I willing to assist the Re- 
publican Party to gain half a victory 
when it deserves defeat. We have driven 
the Republ'cans ont of control in the 
Nation and in the State and in the City 
and the Democrats should not aid them 
to regain any one of their former 
strongholds. Senator Root is reported 
as stating that the Fusion ticket is the 
Republican ticket. That should be a 
good reason for Democrats not to sup- 
port it. I am a Democrat, and as the 
candidate of my party Judge McCall 
shall have my vote and my support. 

I shall vote for Herman A. Metz for 
Controller and for Joseph A. Goulden 
for President of the Board of Aldermen. 
They are both now serving with credit 
as Democratic members in the House 
of Representatives, and their well known 
public records give ample assurance of 
aithful and efficient service to the peo- 
tle of the Citv of New York. 

Senator O’Gorman’'s statement has a 
twofold interest in Washington. In the 
first place. although he had been inti- 
mately affiliated with Tammany Hall, 
the Senator was regarded as sympathiz- 
ing with policies of reform s'm'lar to 
those advocated by Judge McCall's op- 
ponents. and he had _ assented to the 
appointment of John Purroy Mitchel as 
Collector of the Port of New York. The 
second point of interest comes from the 
fact that Mr. O'Gorman is the father- 
in-law of Dudley Field Malone, Third 
Assistant Secretary of State, who de- 
nounced Tammany Hall and Charles F. 
Murphy in a speech in New York last 
night, advocat’ng Mr. Mitchel’s elec- 
tion as Mayor. 

Of secondary interest here is Mr. Ma- 
lone’s characterization of Congressman 
John J. Fitzgerald of Brooklyn, as 
‘““Murphy’s messenger boy.” Mr. Fitz- 
gerald is Chairman of the Appropria- 
t'ons Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and it was said to-day that 
Mr. Malone might find it embarrass- 
‘ng when he went before that com- 
mittee to ask for money to maintain 
his end of the State Department. 

Incidentally it was pointed out that 
attacks on one of the Democratic lead- 
ers of the House by two officers of 
President Wilson’s Administration, Col- 
lector Mitchel and Mr. Malone, might 
provide the ground work of trouble for 
the President when he needed support 
in Congress. 

The White House declined to com- 
ment in any way on Mr. Malone’s 
speech in New York last night, but 
THE NEW YorK TrMes correspondent 
has it from an authoritative Adminis- 
tration source that President Wilson 
had nothing to do with Mr. Malone’s 
action. and that Mr. Malone did not 
participate in the New York Mayoralty 
campaign through any understanding 
with the President. It is generally ac- 
cepted here, however, that the Adminis- 
tration’s sympathies are with the Fusion 
ticket. President Wilson has taken no 
action on the resignation of Mr. Mitchel 
from the Collectorship, tendered early 
this month. 


CABLEGRAM FROM SUTRO. 


A Word Against Murphyism, and 
Tells Why He’s Out of Campaign. 


Theodore Sutro, Independence League 
candidate for Controller, sent yesterday 
this cablegram from Berlin to explain 
why he had taken no part in the cam- 


paign: 

As the nomination for Controller came to 
me unsought and unexpected, after leaving 
New York, I regret that it was not pos- 
sible for me to take an active part in the 
campaign now drawing to its close, in 
support of the ticket of the Independence 
League, 

I am here working to bring about a wor- 
thy participation of Germany in the cele- 
bration attending the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal, the world’s Panama-Pacific 
Exposition at San Francisco. 

As a last appeal to voters generally, I 
urge them to discard party affiliations and 
unite in opposing Murphyism, as munici- 
pal government is in no way connected with 
national questions. My record in New York 
during the past forty years in public, pro- 
fessional, business, and private lfe are 
the best guarantee that I shall not disap- 
point a single voter willing to support me 
next Tuesday. 

Mr. Sutro’s name was substituted on

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MCLELLAN ATTACKS 
FUSION CANDIDATES 


Says City Extravagance Can’t 
Be Charged Up to His 
Administration. 


THINKS STREETS NO BETTER 


Though Fusidnists Spent Much 
More Than Tammany for Them 
—High Praise for McCall. 


George B. McClellan, ex-Mayor of 
New York, came over from Princeton 
last night and spoke for the Democratic 
city ticket before the Bronx County Col- 
lege Men’s Democratic League, at the 
McKinley Square Casino, the Bronx. It 
was his second appearance as a speaker 
in the municipai campaign. He de- 
fended his own adminisiration of from 
what he characterized as untruthful at- 
tacks prompted by the effort to ex- 
plain the large increases in the public 
debt, and denied that the present ad- 
ministration had ‘‘inherited’’ obligations 
ereated by his administration. 

Mr. McClellan was met by Franz Sigel 
and several other friends at the McCall 
headquarters in the Martinique Hotel 
when he arrived from Princeton and 
was taken to the Bronx in an automo- 
bile. He was introduced by the Pres- 
ident of the College Men’s League, 
James A. Hamilton, as one ‘‘ whom 
many would again like to have for 
Mayor.” 

“There never has been a@ campaign 
like this,’’ said Mr. McClellan, ‘‘ where 
al Ithe truth is on one side and all the 
abuse, mudslinging, and lying is on the 
other. Our opponents forget their dig- 
nity, decency, and their manhood by 
getting down in the gutter with a dis- 
credited crook in the hope that a cam- 
paign of slimy abuse may enable them 
to slide into public office. 

“Twelve years ago I made the ac- 
quaintance of Justice McCall. In every 
office and public duty he has ever held 
he has always shown that ability, sin- 
cerity and high character that have won 
him the respect of the public. It has 
been charged that if he is elected he 
will try to exploit the City of New York 
for others. It is ridiculous to say that 
so high-minded a man could even think 
of doing such a thing. : 

‘““No one in the Democratic Party 
wants to exploit this city. The party 
made that impossible; that no such 
thing was even thought of is shown by 
the fact that they nominated the Repub- 
lican District Attorney and turned over 
to the Republican Party the administra- 
tion of the criminal law, Our opponents 
have told why Edward E. McCall should 
not be elected, but they have not told 
one good reason why they should be 
elected. Let me give you one reason 
why they should not be elected. 

‘“The two men associated with Mr. 
Mitchel on the Fusion tieket, and with 
him in the Board of Esti'nate before he 
was appointed Collecto: of the Port, 
controlled eight of the sixteen votes in 
the Board of Estitaate, and with the 
President of the Borough of Richmond 
had a majority of the votes. They are 
responsible for every penny expended, 
and yet they are crying that they are not 
responsible; they are trying to take ref- 
uge behind a dead man, Mayor Gaynor, 
who had only three votes.’’ 

He said that Controller Prendergast 
was trying to throw dust in the eyes of 
the public by charging the great in- 
crease in the public debt to an inheri- 
tance from the McClellan administra- 
tion. Not more than $57,000,000 of the 
increase was justly chargeable to the 
previous administration, he added. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“Where has the money gone in this 
Fusion administration? I can tell where 
some of it has gone. Salary lists have 
used an additional of $98,000,000; the 
Street Cleaning Department has 
ceived $3,615,000 more than in my 
ministration, and yet I haven't 
that the streets are cleaner; in 
districts they are even more dirty. 
Some of the waste has gone to the po- 
lice, and yet there has been no improve- 
ment in that department. McAneny 
spent nearly a million more than Meiz 
for salaries and by making places and 
putting men to work. He has received 
and expended nearly four millions more 
for street improvements, and yet the 
streeis were never in a worse condition. 

““There has been approximately an in- 
crease of $169,000,000 in the public debt, 
representing $500 for every home in the 
four boroughs. Every head of a fam- 
ily is carrying a burden on his home 
that is like a mortgage for $1,500, That 
is your share of the debt of this city 
at the close of the Fusion Administra- 
tion. 

“What do we get for this enormous 
debt increase? Fusion has not com- 
menced one single big public improve- 
ment. The subway matter was ar- 
ranged before the Fusion Administra- 
tion, and the last act in that was per- 
formed by Edward E. McCall. Fusion 
has delayed the building of the sub- 
ways; it has been an administration 


of bickerings and waste such as never|} 


before has disgraced this City Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Mr. McClellan referred to the waier 
system inaugurated under his Adminis- 
tration, and declared that delay in its 
completion and any suffering through a 
water famine should be charged by 
the people to the Fusion Administra- 
tion. To prevent municipal bankruptcy, 
he asserted, was to vote for McCall and 
the Democratic ticket.

WIGWAM PLANS ‘WASH BETS’ 


Threatens Great Hullaballoo To-day 
—Effort to Place $20,000 on Mitchel 


A well-known man yesterday handed 
$20,000 to a warm supporter of John 
Purroy Mitchel for Mayor with the in- 
junction to bet this amount on Mr. 
Mitchel’s chances. He sought diligently 
in the places where sporting men are 
supposed to gather, and the best odds 
he could obtain were 4% to 1. 

It woulg not surprise Fusion head- 
quarters, however, if there was to be a 
great turn in the odds to-day. Trust- 
worthy information has reached the Fu- 
sion leaders that Tammany agents in- 
tend to invade Wall Street and make a 
great showing of McCall money. 

At the same time they are instructed 
not to risk anything. ‘They have been 
coached carefully in the Wall Street 
device known as ‘‘ wash sales,’’ and are 
expected to transact all their business 
with each other. Tammany is confident 
that the result will be a spectacular 
break in the odds. 

A thick roll of one-hundred-dollar 
bills, the roll containing in all $8,000, 
was being strapped together with rub- 
ber bands to go into a safe where it 
will accumulate no interest between now 
and next Wednesday when the pro- 
prietor of a downtown café frequented 
by sporting men was asked about elec- 
tion betting yesterday. The proprietor 
attached a memorandum to the money 
and dropped it into a box.

MITCHEL IGNORED HIS GAIN. 


Opposed Contracts Which Will Help 
His Bronx Property. 


Borough President Cyrus C. Miller of 
the Bronx, who has been throughout the 


subway discussion a member of the 
Board of Estimate committee which has 
has had to do with the negotiations with 
the operating companies, has written tc 
Arthur Wood to render his testimony to 
the attitude which Mr. Mitchel took on 
the transit question. 

His statement bears directly on the ac- 
cusation leveled at Mr. Mitchel by Mr. 
McCall that he perm!‘ttead his legal con- 
nection with a real estate firm in Queens 
to have an influence on his rapid transit 
policy. Mr. Mitchel replied to that that 
he had always been in favor of the con- 
struction of rapid transit Ines, but had 
criticised vehemently the terms of the 
operating contracts, to which he could 
not agree. 

This is what Mr. Miller says 

I think Mr. Mitchel’s stand on rapid 
transit has been misconstrued by many 
people. The Board of Estimate of this ad- 

in «tration took office Jan. 1, 1910, On 

Jan 7, 1910, Mr. Mitchel introduced a reso- 
lution calling for the appointment of a 
committee to confer with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission with a view to providing 
for the speedy construction of subways. 
He has always been insistent upon the 
construction of subways, Particularly has 
this been the case in the Boroughs of 
Queens and the Bronx, where there was 
some doubt as to whether those boroughs 
sto 14 hove rapid transit extended to them, 
His objection was to some of the terms of 
the contracts. Although he and I differed 
sharply in this matter, and are still quite 
as wide apart as we ever were, I always 
recognized that it was an honest differ- 
ence of opinion between two men on @ 
business matter, where both could be sin- 
cerely anixous for the good of the city. 

Perhaps a persona] note will show the 
sincerity of Mr. Mitchel in this matter, 
He never had too much money, and in- 
herited some unprofitable property in Ford- 
ham which would be increased greatly in 
value by the proposed third-tracking and 
extension of the Third Avenue elevated 

* or Webster Avenue, and the exten- 
sion of the Lexington Avenue Subway up 

Terome Avenue; but nevertheless,. he 
resisted as long as he was able to the 
adoption of the contracts, which he deemed 
unwise for the city. 

In conclusion Mr. Miller pays a tribute

te address meetings in Harlem and the 
Bronx last night, and received a royal 
Welcome. The throngs which have fol- 
lowed his automobile about in the Sixth 
Assembly District, where he is running 
for Assemblyman, were missing, but in 
other ways his reception last night was 
one of the most spectacular of the cam- 
paign. A crowd of 2,000 who jammed 
themselves into Hunt’s Point Casino, at 
Southern Boulevard and 163d Street, 
cheered him for twenty-one minutes, 
The demonstration came as a complete 
surprise to most of Mr. Sulzer’s fol- 
lowers. 

The first intimation that the lower east 
side held no monopoly of Sulzer enthu- 
@iasm came when the former Governor 
Was forced to stop and address a meet- 
ing of the Hungarian Progressive Club 
at Lenox Avenue and 116th Street. 
From there he went to the Royal Ly- 
ceum at 10 West 114th Street, and the 
police had to fight their way through 
the crowd about the door with drawn 
nightsticks. The deposed executive was 


literally dragged along and his cloth- 
ing was disarranged. ut the real dem- 
onstration was awaiting Mr. Sulzer in 
the Bronx. 

Mr. Sulzer rode in a closed automobile 
last night, and it was explained that he 
Was afraid some of the Tammany ward 
heelers might attempt to assault him. 
He took Mrs. Sulzer along and she was 
present at Hunt’s Point Casino. 

Because of the supposed danger Mr. 
Sulzer also left the meetings by side 
doors and was hurried into his automo- 
bile before the crowd knew he had left 
the hall.

Twenty-one Minutes of Cheering.

And Paid the Debt, He Says, An= 
swering Sulzer’s Charge. 


William Sulzer and Charles F. Murphy 
passed the lie again yesterday over the 


question of money contributed in some 
orm or other by the late Anthony N. 


Brady. Mr. Sulzer said that he knew 
that Mr. Murphy did not return the 
$25,000 contribution given to the 1910 
campaign by Mr. Brady, but that the 
Tammany boss returned to Mr. Brady 
instead $45,000 in railroad bonds. Mr. 
Murphy gave these bonds back, said Mr. 


Sulzer, after Brady had brought suit 
against Murphy for their return. 

Mr. Sulzer said he knew that the 
Brady books would not show. that 
Murphy had ever returned the $25,000 
contribution, and he went on:

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FISH HELD IN BAIL 
FOR FIRE ON YACHT 


His Second Boat’s Burning Up 
Is Called Arson by In- 
surance Company. 


GOT $15,000 ON THE FIRST 


And His Automoblie Also Went Up 
in Smoke—He Has Had a Ca- 
reer Full of Adventure. 


John Albert Fish, who was at one 
time ‘a private in the United States 
Army and afterward served as an of- 
ficer in a British irregular corps dur- 
ing the South African war and has since 
met such vicissitudes as acting as a 
floor walker in two New York stores 
and losing his wife by chloroform poi- 
soning, was held yesterday by Judge 
Mayer in the Federal District Court in 
$10,000 bail to appear before the Massa- 
chusetts Federal] Court to plead to an 
indictment for arson. He is accused of 
having wilfully destroyed by fire his 
yacht, the Senta, in Edgartown Har- 
bor, Mass., on Oct. 25, 1910, for the 
purpose of collecting $15,000 insurance 
from the United States Lloyds. 

His arrest, which was made yester- 


day at his home, 550 West 145th Street, 
is the sequel to a suit he prosecuted last 
June in the Eighth District Municipal 
Court for the recovery of the insurance 
money. Fish was defeated, and he said 
yesterday that the indictment which 
the Massachusetts Federal Grand Jury 
found against him on Sept. was 
merely a piece of spite work on the part 
of the Insurance company. 

As the alleged arson took place on the 
water, Fish is liable to a prison sen- 
tence for any number of years up 10 @ 
life term. Commissioner Shields yester- 
day at first held him in $15,000 bail, but 
cae reduced by Judge Maycr to 

According to the evidence brought out 
at the trial in the Municipal Court last 
Summer, Fish, who was elected a mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht Club in 
1910, bought the Senta from T. O’Connor 
Sloane for $1,500, and: spent in repairs 
upon her $4,500. Then he insured her 
for $10,000,. but raised this sum soon 
afterward to $15,000. The original name 
of the craft was Gevalia, and in chang- 
ing her name Fish had made an affi- 
davit for the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, in which he swore that the 
purchase price had been $10,000, and 
that he had spent $7.900 in repairs. 

The vacht was destroyed at Edgar- 
town, Mass., on Oct. 25, 1910. Accord- 
ing to the evidence of Fish, he smelled 
smoke and went into the cabin to fetch 
two women guests. He then threw a 
blanket over an oli] stove, which was 
burning, and hurried the women and 
crew into the boats. Returning himself 
to the cabin, an explosion occurred, 
which knocked down a partition. The

The Senta was the second yacht of the 
same name belonging to Fish which had 
been burned, and it was after he had 
collected $15,000 insurance on the first 
Senta, which had been destroyed off 
Groton Long Point, Conn., that Fish 
pais for his second boat. But his yacht- 
ng experiences are only a small part 
of the adventures which have befallen 
Fish, as the evidence in the municipal 
court proceedings showed. 

Born in Groton, Conn., in 1874, he 
shipped before the mast in 1893-4 with 
Capt. Robert Wilbour of the Mystic. 
Then he served for two years and nine 
months as a private in the United 
States Engineer Corps, but left before 
his term of enlistment was up. In 1898 
he was at Beira, Mozambique, and there 
he shot a negro. Crossing the border 
by the next train, he entered the service 
of the British South African Company. 

When the South African War broke 
out, Fish received a commission in the 
Imperial Light Horse, an_ irregular 
cavalry regiment raised in South 
Africa, and served with distinction. He 
was severely wounded at Snion Kop. 
one of the fiercest of the battles fought 
by the British in their advance to the 
relief of Ladysmith. He was invalided 
to England in 1902 and there met Al- 
yenta C. Suggett, whom he married in 
Edinburgh on Sept. 2. They soon quar- 
reled and the same Autumn Mrs. Fish 
brought suit to annul the marriage. 

After various adventures. including | 
an assault by Fish on Dr. F. J. Hicks 
at Buckingham Gate, London, he 
patched up his troubles with his wife 
and they came here. Mrs. Fish had as- 
signed to her husband all her property 
and jewelry, and on March 80, 1894 
dfed of chloroform poisoning at nel 
West Eleventh Street. The Coroner’s 
inquest resulted in a verdict of acci- 
dental poisoning. Three days later 
Fish placed a mortgage on all his wife’s 
property. 

On_April 29 he was convicted in Spe- 
cial Sessions and fined $50 for assault on 
Hugh O. Pentecost. and on June 13 a 
copy of a bill of sale of all Mrs. Fish’s 


‘personal property was filed in New York 


County under date of Aug. 7, 1993. In 
the next six months Fish ran through 
nearly all his wife’s pronerty. 

During the Summer of 1995 Fish took 
part in the production called ‘“‘ The Roer 
War”’ at Brighton Beach, and during 
the following Winter he obtained the job 
of floor walker in a large department 
store. For the next year or two he held 
the same job with other stores. and on 
May 2, 1908, he purchased the first 
Senta.

KING’S DINNER TO WORKMEN 


He Entertains 500 Who Rebullit 
Buckingham Palace.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—At the stroke of 
6 this evening the work of beautify- 
ing’ Buckingham Palace with a new 
front of white Portland stone, at an 
estimated cost of $300,000, was com- 
pleted. An hour later the workmen, 
who had been engaged in the notable 
undertaking, numbering some 6500, 
were seated in the Holborn Restau- 
rant at dinner as the guests of the 
King. 

It was a jolly, rollicking evening 
from the moment Sir Derek Keppel 
opened the festivities in the name of 
his Majesty. The King sent a més- 
sage congratulating the guests on 
their remarkable achievement, and the 
rapidity of {ts execution, saying that 
it was acknowledged to be a distinct 
improvement to London and a worthy’ 
addition to the empire’s memorial to 
Queen Victoria.

nuities, emoluments, or other fixed or 
determinable gains, profits and income 
of another person, exceeding $3,000 for 
any taxable year, except as hereinafter 
rovided, shall deduct and_ withhold 
rom such annual gains, profits and in- 
come and such sums which will be 
sufficient to pay normal tax of one per 
cent. thereon, and shall make lawful re- 
turns and pay the taxes so withheld to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue for} 
the district in which said withholding 
agent resides, or has his, her, or its 
principal place of business. 

“The normal tax of one per cent. 


{will be thus withheld from all income 


derived from fixed annual periodical 
rent of realty or personal tax interest 
(except as herein otherwise provided), 
salaries, royalties, taxable annuities, 
and other fixed annual periodical in- 
come exceeding $3,000. Items upon 
which tax is not to be withheld at the 
source. 

(1.)—Dividends on capital stock or from 
the net earnings of corporations and joint 
stock companies or associations and in- 
surance companies subject to like tax 
when said withholding agents are required 
to make and render a return in behalf of 
another, as provided herein to the collec- 
tor of his, her, or its district. 

(2.)—Proceeds of life insurance policies 
paid upon the death of the person insured 
vr payments made by or credited to tne 
insured, on life insurance, endowment, or 
annuity contracts, upon the return thereof 
to the insured at the maturity of the term 
mentioned in the contract, or upon the sur- 
render of contract all of: which shall not 
be included as income tax under this law, 
but this shall not be construed to exempt 
said insurance companies from withhold- 
ing and paying the normal tax of 1 per 
cent. on interest income paid by insurance 
companies to beneficiaries of polices’ when 
said interest exceeds $3,000. 

(3.)—Income of an individual which is not 
fixed or certain; and payable at stated 
periods, or is indefinite or irregular as to 
amount or time of accrual, shall not be 

| 


withheld at the source, but shall be re- 


turned and the tax shall be paid thereon 
by the individual. 


Those Without Fixed Income. 
Income derived from the following pro- 


fessions and vocations come under this 


head: Farmers, mercnants, agents com- 
pensated on the commission basis, lawyers, 
doctors, authors, inventors and other pro- 
fessional persons. Such persons shal) make 
personal return of all their income, pro- 
vided their total income from all sources 
exceeds $3,000. 

For example: When a lawyer receives a 
retainer of $5,000 as a special fee, a de- 
duction therefrom shall not be made by 
the payer, but when a lawyer receives a 
retainer of $5,000 per annum and the ex- 
emption claimed is $3,000, $2,000 of such 
income would be taxed and the tax re- 
tained at the source; or, if his exemption 
claimed should be $4,000, $1,000 of such | 
income would be taxed and the tax with- 
held at the source. 

(4) The value of property acquired by 
gift, bequest, devise, or descent. 

(5) Interest upon the obligation of a ; 
State or any political subdivision thereof. | 
and upon the obligations of the United 
States or its possessions: also the com | 
pensation of the present President of the | 
United States during the term for which 
he has been elected, and of the Judges of 
the Supreme and inferior courts of the 
United States now in office, and the com- 
pensation of all officers and employes of 
a State or any political subdivision thereof, 
paid by a State or any political subdi- 
vision thereof, except when such compen- 
sation is paid by the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

“This exempts from the income tax all 
salaries paid to an individual by a State 
or any political subdivision thereof; 
this would include salaries of State, 
county, and municipal officers, includ- 
ing the salaries of public school teach- 
ers, and special compensation paid by 
States or subdivisions thereof for pro- 
fessional services, whether in the shape 
of salaries or special fees. 


Tax Same Income Only Once. 
‘The normal tax of 1 per cent. shall 
be deducted and withheld at the source, 


and payment made to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, as provided in the 
law, by the debtor, his, her, or its duly 
appointed agent authorized to make 
such deduction and payment. No other 
person, firm, or organization in_ what- 
evep capacity acting, having the re- 
ceipt, custody, or disposal of any in- 
come, as herein provided, shall be re- 
quired to again deduct and withhold 
the normal tax of 1 per cent. thereon, 
provided that any person, firm, or or- 
ganization, in whatever capacity acting, 
other than the debtor, who has with- 
held said tax, shall file with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for his, her, 
or its district a certificate in substan- 
tially the following form:

Withholding of Normal Tax. 


‘“‘A withholding agent who pays month- 
ly or periodically during the year, in- 
terest (except income derived from in- 
terest on bonds and mortgages, or deeds 
of trust, or other similar obligations of 
corporations, &c., upon which the nor- 
mal tax of 1 per cent. has been with- 
held at the source, as provided by these 
regulations) rents, salaries, wages, &c., 
shall not withhold the said tax until 
such time as the rents, salaries, wages, 
&c., shall have reached an aggregate 
amount in excess of $3,000 for said pe- 
riod. When such amount has_ been 
reached, he, she, or it shall withhold 
the tax on the whole $3,000 and excess 
thereof unless the person to whom the 
income is due files with him, her, or it 
the notice herein provided, claiming ex- 
emption under Paragraph C of Section 
2 of this act, in which case the withhold- 
ing agent shall withhold only the tax 
on the income in each of said exemp- 
tion of $3,000 or $4,000 (as the case may 
be) and the tax so withheld shall be re- 
turned and paid as required by law.

Weymann Has Invented New 
War Monoplane Which 
France Will Test.

PLIES 120 MILES AN HOUR 


American Aviator Hopes to Demon: 
strate its Efficlency Before 
Army Officlals Here. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless’ Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 


PARIS, Oct. 81.—The Government | 
next week will make a test at Vin- 
cennes of a new monoplane, which is 
expected to show one of the most im- 
portant advances in the history of 
aviation. The machine was designed 
by Capt. Coude of the French Artil- 
lery and C. T. Weymann, the Amer- 
ican winner of the International Cup 
two years ago. 

It is armored. and is designed espe- 
clally for scouting and dispatch carry- 
ing. It is said to be the first armored 
machine of sufficient Hghtness to 
prove useful in warefare. It weighs | 
only 650 pounds, about the same mi 
an ordinary monoplane. 

Weymann, who will pilot the ma- 
chine in the Government trials, has 
been secretly experimenting with 
Capt. Coude for several months at 
Mourmelon, near the great military 
camp of Chalons. He has flown 120 
miles an hour, and has successfully 
hurled projectiles while traveling at 
full speed. The armor has been test- 
ed by bullets. 

Weymann, who has never flown in 
America, having been absen: from the 
country fourteen years, has announced 
his intention of taking the machine to 
Washington to demonstrate its work- 


ings before the army authorities. De- 


he is now living at Rheims, and drives 
to Mourmelon daily 1n his automobile. 

On Thursday he gave Tur New 
Yor. Times correspondent the first 
demonstration afforded to any one ex- | 
cept the méembers of the army corps 
stationed at Chalons, who have prob- | 
ably seen the sun glint on the steel of | 
the machine while it was high above | 
them, not knowing what sort of craft | 
it was.

I be- 
lieve that even a transatlantic flight 
is possible with two pilots and two 
motors; but I must wait at least an- 
other year. Pegoud’s upside-down 
flights have been a great aid to avi- 
ators, for they will give them confi- 
dence. Most aviation accidents are 
caused by a momentary lack of nerve. 
Another point about the present ma- 
chine is that it rises almost immediate- 
ly, instead of first skidding across the 
entire field.”

State was urged in a resolution adopted, 
| amid loud applause, to-day by the dele- 
gates to the annual convention of the 
New York State Waterways’ Association 
in their closing session. The resolution 
reads as follows: 


This convention declares it to be sound 
public policy that railroad corporations 
shall neither indirectly nor directly be per- 
mitted to purchase or hold, or in any man- 
ner contro] the stocks of navigation com- 
panies, or to operate barges or vessels upon 
the canals or other public waters of the 
State, or control said operation directly or 
indirectly. The convention is in favor of 
making the existing statute on the subject 
of such stock ownership more effective than 
it is. 


Another resolution which caused an 
outburst of applause declared for a 
|deeper Hudson Channel. It was pro- 
posed that the channel be made twenty- 
six feet deep and not less than 400 feet 
wide in the upper Hudson as far north 
as the Troy-Waterford entrance to the 
barge canal. 

Resolutions also were adopted asking 
Federal and State aid for channels and

10 FOUR AT START 


000/Senators Vote for Reduction, 


with Proviso to Increase the 
Number After Two Years. 


HOUSE COMPROMISE LIKELY 


Conferees May Agree on Six or 
Seven—Public Ownership 
Bank Stock Gains Favor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—After being 
informed that President Wilson would 
not like a provision for less than ten 
regional reserve banks, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency,:by 4 
vote of 7 to 5, amended the Owen-Giass 
bill this afternoon by reducing tne 
number of institutions to four. Senators 
O'Gorman and Hitchcock voted for tne 
reduction with the five Republicans, 
leaving but five Democrats—Owen, Pom- 
erene, Hollis, Reed, and Shafroth—be- 
hind the Administration proposal of 
twelve banks. - 

Later another amendment was adopt- 
ed, by a vote of 10 to 2, authorizing 
the Federal reserve board, after a period 
of two years, to increase the number 
of regional banks as high as twelve 
at their discretion. 

If the committee adhers to its judg- 
ment of to-day and the Senate ‘supports 
it, it is expected that a compromise 
will be effected between the House pro- 
vision for a minimum of twelve regional 
banks and the Senate provision for a 
maximum of four. These compromises 
usually incline toward the Senate’s con- 
tention, so that a final agreement for 
six or seven banks would be considered 
fair. 

All sorts of proposals were made In 
the committee as to the number of 
banks that should be provided, but the 
many roll calls taken showed clearly 
that every reduction in the number of 
banks increased the strength behind the 
amendment. A motion to retain all

INTERVENTION TALK GROWS 


Mexico City Fears a Financial Crisis 
—Government in. Straits— 
Small Run on Banks. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—In prepa- 
ration for determining his new peclicy 
with regard to Mexico, President Wil- 
gon had: a long conference to-day with 
John Bassett Moore, Acting Secretary of 
State, and Boaz Long, Chief of the 
Division of Latin-American Affairs in 
the State Department. 

Just what the President's new policy 
is to be is still a secret and it is 
believed that he has not fully de- 
termined the entire plan of action. 

Opinion is growing among public men 
of all parties here that armed Inter- 
vention by the United States is the 
only solution of the Mexican problem. 
This. does not mean that sentiment 
here is strong for intervention. On the 
contrary, the feeling is general in Con- 
gress that invasion of Mexico should 
be attempted only as a last resort. 
But it is plain that men of affairs 
are gradually coniing to the conclu- 
sion that only a drastic step will end 
the disturbances that have agitated 
Mexico for the last few years. ° 

While President Wilson is emphatic- 
ally opposed to an intervention policy, 
the opinion is strong that he has made 
up his mind that a positive course is 
necessary to meet the situation. There 
is a strong impression that the Presi- 
dent’s new .policy will embody the re- 
moval of the embargo on the exporta- 
tion of arms to the revolutionists. The 
suggestion that this course may be pur- 
gued has revived reports that the Ad- 
ministration contemplates taking sides 
with the Constitutionalist Party, and

FINANCIAL CRISIS IS NEAR. 


Huerta Winds Trouble to Meet Pay- 
rolls—Deposits Withdrawn. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 31.—The Govern- 
ment to-day encountered some _ diffi- 
eulty in meeting its payrolls for the 
ten days ending to-day. In some de- 
partments only partial payment was 
made, with the promise to the men that 
the rest would be forthcoming to-mor- 
rew. In other departments all pay- 
ments had to be deferred. Later, how- 
ever, the Government obtained funds, 
and to-night began giving the men in 
all departments their money. The pay- 
masters had instructions to continue at 
work all through the night, if neces- 
sary. 

Rumors of thevinability of the Ad- 
ministration to meet its financial en- 
gagements spread over the city, together 
with another persistent rumor that 
President Huerta purposed to lévy a 
tax of 15 per cent. on all bank deposits, 
Apparently there was no basis for this 
report. 

Many persons, however,. withdrew 
their deposits from various banks. The 
withdrawals did not reach the propor- 
tion of runs on the banks, but bankers 
appeared apprehensive that this might 
be the result, should the excitement con- 
tinue to grow. : 

There is a high tension of expectancy 
and on all sides the belief is freely ex- 
pressed, both by Mexicans and foreign- 
ers, ‘that the Administration is facing a 
financial crisis. It is said that 


luctant ‘to pay up for shares in the 
8,600,000 pesos loan to waich they re- 
cently subscribed. Many persons are al- 
leged to have subscribed to the loan un- 
der pressure. 

One report that was disproved by both 
parties concerned was to the effect that 
an é6ffort had been made by the authori- 
ties to coerce the Bank of London and 
Mexico into the payment of a large 
amount, but that the effort was blocked 
by Sir Lionel Carden, the British Min- 
ister, who complained to President 
Huerta. 

To-night there are many rumors in 
eirculation. In the clubs, on the streets, 
and at all meeting places foreigners 
relate the reports of the Government's 
financial difficulty, and prophesy ca- 
lamity in the near future. Many per- 
sons are taking advantage of the short 
holiday season to go to Vera Cruz in 
fear of unpleasant consequences as a 
result of the next meeting of the Cab- 
inet in Washington.

WILSON’S “DELIRIUM’ 


“Colossal Arrogance” of His 
Mobile Speech Makes a Ber- 
lin Newspaper Angry. 


MONROEISM IS AN OFFENSE 


Sees South America’s Hatred of Us 
Growing, and Says Wilsonism 
Must Be Kept Within Bounds. 


Special Cable to Tok New York TIMps. 
BERLIN, Oct. 31.— Imperialistic 
delirium” is the epithet applied to 
President Wilson’s Mobile speech on 
the Mexican situation and the Monroe 
Doctrine by the chief organ of the 
German super-patriotic press, the 
Berliner Neiiste-Nachrichten. 

America’s unfailing adherence to 
Monroeism is a grave offense in the 
average German’s eyes, and President 
Wilson’s far-reaching interpretation 
of the doctrine in connection with 
Mexico has revived latent antagonism 
here to a high degree. 


The Netiste-Nachrichten, being the | 


mouthpiece of Pan-Germanism, speaks 
somewhat more vociferously than 
other journals, but its reasoning is 
typical of the general comment taking 
place in Germany. It says: 


“President Wilson has climbed to | 


the summit of puritanism by extend- 
ing the Monroe Doctrine so that Eu- 
ropean capital shall henceforth be for- 


bidden to acquire concessions in Latin 
America—that is to say, to attend to 
its own affairs—because such opera- 
tions violate these countries’ inde- 
pendence of Europe. Inasmuch as 
no such prehibition is imposed on 
North American capital, President | 
Wilson’s pretense amounts to colossal | 
arrogance, and is aimed not only at} 
the European powers, but also against 
the Central and South American re- | 
publics themselves. 

“No Parliament and no Government | 
of Argentina, Brazil, Chile, or Vene- | 
zuela may henceforth grant to FEuro- } 
pean business men the right to exploit 
mines, build railways, or establish 
slaughter houses. 

“In such places as Mexico, where | 
cohcessions have nevertheless been) 
granted, the President of the United | 
States, in the fullness of his auto-| 
cratic power, simply annuls them. He! 
seems to argue: ‘ The Monroe Doctrine | 
clothes me with authority to rule | 
over everything that breathes in the} 
Western Hemisphere, Everything that | 
has come Into existence between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific belongs to me. 
I am the almighty shepherd and pope 
of all the American peoples.’ 

“Thus the ideological Wilsonlan 
puritanism mounts to the level of im- | 
perlalistic delirium, to a megolomania, 
which becomes a challenge simulta- 
neously to both the Old and the New 
Worlds. : 

“Tt is to be hoped, nevertheless, that 
President Wilson’s flights of political 
imagination will remain the vaporings 
of a pretentious dreamer. A growing 
hatred of the American hegemony is 
manifesting itself throughout South 
America. It has already crystalized 
public sentiment in favor of a defens- 
ive league against the Yankees. 

“The European powers are indicat- 
ing, moreover, that in Mexico they 
are in no respect willing to submit 
to the naive claims to supremacy set 
up by Wilsonism. 

“ America's military 
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limited, Her capacity to widen her in- 
fluence in Latin America is constant- 
ly on the decline. If, therefore, the 
various antagonistic forces now at 
work remain firm, it will not prove 
very difficult to force Wilsonism back 
into the confines behind which it is 
essential it should be kept, if the peo- 
ples of the earth ure to live together, 
but which Wilsonism, in its high- 
browed lordliness, does not see or will 
not see.” 

Another common view here of the 
American policy in Mexico is that 
it is conceived exclusively in the in- 
terests of the Standard Oil Company. 
The Berliner Morgen-Post, which is 
as ceo to the Neiiste-Nachrichten 
politically as one pole is to the other, 
says: 

“Notwithstanding that the whole 
world knows only too well that the 
American-Mexican conflict awes both 
its ‘origin and its aggravation to the 
struggle of the petroleum interests to 
maintain their “monopolistic position 
south of the Rio Grande, President 
Wilson still pretends to believe that 
the attitude of the United States is dic- 
tated by strictly moral motives. 

“Nobody doubts the good faith of | 
the statesman d idealist now at the 
{helm at Washifbgton, but we do not 
think that anybody ought to stick his! 
head in the sand so deep as to over- | 
look. the real root of the evil. This 
ostrich policy of President Wilson has 
brought the United States into an ex- 
tremely precayjous. position.”

FROM LABRADOR 


Marked Spot Where Hubbard 
Died, but Lost Bronze Tablet 
He Carried with Him. 


BOY EATEN BY POLAR BEAR 


Half Starved, It Visited Eskimo Vil- 


lage for Food—Friends of Mr. 
Wallace Thought Him Dead. 


— 


Dillon Wallace, the Arctic explorer 
who was recently given up for lest 
by his friends, arrived here yesterday 
on the Red Cross steamship Stephano 
from his trip to Labrador. He had 
gone to place a bronze tablet at the 
headwaters of the Susan River, where 
his companion, Leonidas Hubbard, Jr., 
died of starvation ten years ago. He 
succeeded in finding the camp, but 
it had 
fallen out of the canoe to the bottem 
of the Beaver River. 

Mr. Wallace left New York on June 
21 with Judge William H,. Malone of 
Bristol, Conn., and went to Rigolet, 
Labrador, and from that point the ex- 
pedition set out on July 5. With them 
went Gilbert Blake, a half breed 
hunter, who had accompanied Hub- 
bard and Wallace on their former 
journey, and after their provisions had 
given oyt and Hubbard had died, had 
paved Wallace at his last gasp. 

When the expedition started from 
Rigolet on July 5 it consisted of two 
canoes, with Judge Malone, Wallace, 
and Blake in the leading one, and two 
half-breeds with the camp outfit and 
provisions in the second. Two days up 
the Beaver River the second canoe was 
smashed, and the stores had to be 
cached. 

Leaving the two men in charge of 


them, Wallace, with Judge Malone and 
Blake, went up the river in their canoe. 
After another day’s journey that also 
collapsed, and the bronze tablet sank to 
the bottom .of the Beaver River, where 
it was impossible to recover it on ac- 
count of the current. 

“You can judge how swift the current 
was,” said Mr. Wallace, ‘‘ when I tell 
you that a fifty-pound sack of flour 
was carried half a mile on the crest of 
a wave before it sank,” : 

After that the three men walked thirty 
miles in two days to the spot where 
Hubbard had died ten years before. The 
camp was just as it had been left, and 
lying all round it was the litter of old 
cans, rags, and empty boxes thrown 
away by Blake when he started back 
with Wallace. 

“As we had lost the tablet,” said the 
explorer, ‘‘ we took the chisels that had

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WOMEN WIN STAMP MEDALS. 


Collection of 12,000 British Colonial 
Issues Gets Prize for Mrs. Fletd. 


The judges of the International 
Philatelic Exhibition announced at the 
Engineering Societies Building, 25 West 
Thirty-ninth Street, yesterday, that the 
award of a gold medal! to Clarence’ H. 
Ragle was not only for his collection 
of the general issues of United States 
revenue stamps, but for his combined 
general .and private issues of these 
stamps, which are respectivety displayed 
in Sections 9 and 10 of Class B. To 
Arthur D. Ballard was awarded a sil- 
ver gilt medal, which- was the highest 
award im Section 9 alone. 

Among those who received medals 
were three women exhibitors. An award 
was made to Mrs. EB. M. Randall of this 
city for her collection of United Stdtes 
envelopes cut square. These are in nine 
volumes and consist of regular issues 
arranged by Walter Marks, from 18538 to 
1912. In a tenth volume, are contained 
freaks and specimen envelopes. Mrs. 
B. D. Wheless, also of New York, won 
& medal for her exhibit of the compdéund 
British envelope stamps of the Victorian 
reign. It shows a convenient method 
the British Government extended to its 
subjects who needed a special rate of 
postage for their correspondence, as the 
Government only printed for regular 
sale the half penny, one penny, two 

ence, and two and a half pence values. 

hese ‘‘ stamped to order” envelopes 
could only be obtained in lots of not téss 
than 56, of any one combination. 
rs. Edith W. Field received«a medal 
for a superb collection of about 12,000 
British colonial stamps, all unused, 
with special attention paid to their 
condition. Among the many fine 
stamps in her collection are wood- 
blocks of the Cape of Good Hope. 
There are two copies of the one penny 
red, a four pence blue, and a four 
pence dark blue, which is a great rarity, 
only two other copies of it being 
known. There are also the rare high 
values of British Central Africa and 
a block of four of the rare Grenada 
one penny on two ran orange, in- 
verted surcharge, of which only one 
sheet of sixty stamps has ever been 
discovered.

| error ‘‘dollaps”’ instead of “ dollars,” 
and the four cents on ten dollars in- 
verted, of which only one sheet of

The public can have little sympathy 
for the striking drivers of automobile

They had 
to pass Winters as cruel as those at the 
poles, and in the season of sunshine 
practically nothing in the way of agri- 
culture could be done ‘on their barren 
rocks. Robinson Crusoe might have last- 
ed a month there, but certainly he would 
not have survived the first Winter. 

The Eskimos, though ignorant of so 
many things known to Robinson Crusoe, 
were yet quite competent to meet the 
creadful emergency. that confronted 
them, Every one of them was a house- 
builder, a fighter, a hunter and fisher, 
and skilled in all the industries for 
which the region supplied the raw mate— 
rials.

He said that he 
went to leeward of her before launching 
the liferafts which he hoped she would 
be able to pick up as they drifted past 
her, and to windward in order that 
boats laden with her crew and passen- 
gers might reach the Carmania more 
easily. 

Landsmen of the rasher sort prompt- 
ly declared that as rafts do not drift 
against the wind, and as it Is easier to 
row with the wind than against it, Capt. 
Barr’s course was, to describe it chari- 
tably, inexplicable. Others, more cau- 
tious, and remembering that a man 
doesn’t become Commodore of great 
steamship line because he is grossly 
ignorant of winds and waves and their 
action on boats, assumed that, in spite 
of his dark sayings, what he did was 
right. 

As it happens, the Captain foresaw that 
his narrative would excite questioning on 
these points ashore, and gave out with 
it a solution of the mystery, but this, 
owing to the abundance of more excit- 
ing, matter about the Volturno, ap- 
peared in few, if any, stories of the 
wreck.

That this motion 
would be much more rapid than that of 
a raft is obvious, but not so easily seen 
is that it would be faster than the drift 
of a small boat, with its comparatively

As a matter of fact, such a boat 


really would drift the faster in smooth 
water, but, in a heavy sea, it is ex- 
posed to the full force of the wind only 
when on the crest of the waves, and 
for the greater part of the time it is 
to a considerable extent protected from 
the wind. Hence its drift_is very ap- 
preciably slower than that of the larger 
craft, and the latter, to shorten the 
distance between the two, must get to 
windward. _ :

THE NEW YORK SYMPHONY. 


Music by Haydn, Brahms, and 
Loeffier—Mme. Homer Soloist.

The New York Symphony ~ Seciety 
fave the first concert in its Friday 
afternoon series yesterday at Aeolian 
Hall, to be repeated to-morrow after- 
noon. The programme was interest- 
ing and skillfully composed, beginning 
with Haydn’s symphony in D minor, 
dubbed ‘The Clock,” on account of 
the curious little accompaniment given 
| to the melody in the~Andante. Such 
, music is heard with peculiar. fullness 
and richness of effect in halls of a 
smaller size, as Aeolian Hall, g@nd it 
would be an interesting experiment if 
Mr. Damrosch woulq play a Haydn 
symphony with a reduced orchestra— 
an orchestra with a smaller number 
of strings that would more nearly re- 
produce the tonal balance and the in- 
strumental proportions that Haydn, 
himself had in mind when he wrote 
his symphonies. As it was played, how- 
ever, the symphony was charming. | 
Fittingly joined to it was Brahms’s 
serenade in D, a composition that, 
with all its effects characteristic of 
Brahms, works backward to the older 
form of the serenade an@ ‘‘ cassation 
| cultivated by Mozart and his contem- 
| poraries. In its substance the sere- 
ijnade is curiously influenced by older 
composers; and Brahms does not hesi- 
tate to write one movement in an 
idiom appropriated quite unconcernedly 
from Beethoven. Mr. Damrosch 
played six movements and omitted one 
or two—so lavish were the composers 
whose model Brahms followed. rhe 
composition—which Mr. Damrosch has 
played before within a_ few years, but 
which had till then been quite ne- 
glected by orchestral conductors,—is 
fresh and vigorous to-day, unassuming 
in character, making no effort to 
ernerge from or enlarge the frame in 

which the composer set it. : a 
Mr. Charles. Martin Loeffler’s brilliant 
and original orchestral piece, “‘ La Vil- 
lanelle du Diable,”’ closed the concert 
with the most modern note. It has not 
been heard here for several years; but 
has lost nothing of its fascination. It is 
an extraordinary tour de force in music- 
al delineation of the spirit and substance 
of a fantastic poem by Maurice Rollinat; 
music brilliantly original and individual 
in conception, ultra-modern in its melo- 
dic and harmonic material, and remarx- 
ably ingenious in its interpretation oi

the ironical and macabre spirit of the 
French décadent’s verse, in the vividness

The work had been care- 
fully prepared and was finely played. It 
stirred the audience to much enthusiasm ; 
and the composer, who was sitting in the 
audience, was made to rise and bow his 
acknowledgments. ; 

Mme. Louise Homer was the soloist. 
She did a most artistic thing in offering 
as her first number the contralto air 
with violin obligato from Bach’s ‘‘ Pas- 
sion According to St. Matthew,’’ ‘ Oh, 
Pardon Me.’’ - There are very few con- 
cert singers who would have had the 
courage to sing an air of such nobility 
and profound musical significance, that 
presents so many difficulties to the vo- 
calist, and that has so small a chance of 
capturing a superficial public taste. She 
sang it with beautiful art and touching 
pathos; and those who observed closely 
her technical methods must have ad- 
mired the -skill of her management of 
breath. The air was applauded, but not 
so vociferously as her second number, 
the air ‘‘O Don Fatale,’’ from Verdi's 
** Don Carlos.’’ In both her voice was 
of superb power, beauty, and richness, 
and has seldom been heard to better ad- 
vantage.

Lusitania Runs Into a Whole 
Gale and Ships a 
Big Sea. 


PAISH DISCUSSES FINANCE 


London Journalist Comes to Study 
Conditions Here—Mrs. Waldorf 
Astor Patron of Games. 


The Cunard linér Lusitania arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool with 294 first, 
2386 second, and 787 third class passen- 
gers and nearly 3,000 sacks of mail after 
a rough passage from Queenstown, 
which she made in 4 days 22 hours and 
24 minutes at an average speed of 23.74 
knots. Among her passengers were 
Gen. William Bramwell Booth. Com- 


mander of the Salvation Army, and 
Mrs. Waldorf Astor. 

The best day’s run of the Lusitania 
was 625 miles on Monday. Then a strong 
gale sprang up and on the next day 
her run was reduced to 489 miles. The 
worst weather of the voyage was en- 
countered on Tuesday afternoon when 
the Lusitania shipped a sea over tne 
stern, which poured down into the 
steward’s quarters, known as the 
“glory hole,’ just over the four pro- 
pellers, and soaked the men’s clothing 

Two able seamen, Patrick Daly and 
George Brown, on the same afternoon, 
were standing in the emergency 11) 
boat on the starboard side overhauling 
the falls so that the boat could be 
swung inboard when the Lusitania gave 
a heavy roll and shipped a big sea that 
turned over the lifeboat. brown hung 
to one of the thwarts and received only 
a slight bruising, but his shipmate, who 
jumped for the deck when he saw the 
wave coming, had his thigh broken by 
a sand box which had broken adrift 
from its lashings. Both men were 
taken to the ship’s hospital. 

The entry on the ship's log on Tues- 
day reads: ‘‘ Whole gale; high seas.”’ 
In a whole gale the wind blows at the 
rate of about eighty miles an hour. On 
this voyage the Lusitania is commanded 
by Capt. Arthur H. Rostron, 
of the Carpathia, in place of Capt. J. W. 
T. Charles, who is acting as a member 
of the Royal Commission on Life Saving 
Apparatus at Sea. Capt. David Dow, 
R.N. R,, will take the Lusitania on her 
next voyage, and will be in command 
until Capt. Charles returns to his ship. 

Gen. William Bramwell Booth has 
come over to visit the United States and 
Canada for the first time. He plans to 


livering in all fifty-three addresses.

Booth talked for fifteen minutes about 
his late father, whose mantle had fallen 
upon his shoulders. His father had al- 
ways liked the United States, 
and expected this country to do a great 
deal in the fight the Army was making 
for the benefit of mankind. 

‘My father,’’ he said, ‘‘ was ahead 
of his time in his views of Christianity 
as a philanthropic power, but he lived 
to see some of his ideals carried out. 
He held the view that a washerwoman 
was as good as a Bishop and as truly 
the messenger of grace, and on that 
principle he worked always, so that we 
of to-day are in the happy position of 
finding larger and larger numbers 
men afid women coming into the fold 


| yearly to offer themselves for a life of 


| Sacrifice.’’ 

Gen. Booth went on to say that his 
father’s views with regard to the equal- 
| ity of women met. opposition, but he 
won his fight, and woman has since 
justified his confidence. Men 
women were treated alike in the Salva- 
tion Army, he said, and when an office 
was vacant it was awarded according 
to merit alone. 

When he was asked if it was true 
that a reconciliation was likely to take 
place between the Salvation Army and 
the Volunteers of America, Gen. Booth 
remarked that he could not say any- 
thing, as he had not seen his brother, 
Ballington Booth, for cighteen years. 
Gen. Ballington Booth is the comman- 
der of the Volunteers of America, which 
he organized after a disagreement with 
his father, the founder of the Salva- 
tion Army. Gen. Booth goes immedi- 
ately to Toronto. He will address a 
meeting in this city before he returns 
to. England.

He 
said that he wished to compare condi- 
tions on this side of the Atlantic with 
those in Europe and also:to learn what 
part the United States could play in 
relieving the present monetary strin- 
genev. 

“Following a long period,’’ 
George, ‘of excellent credit there has 
been, since the Balkan war began, a 
constantly inereasing difficulty for 
smaller countries to get loans to con- 
tinue the big works now under construc- 
tion, and it has been almost impossible 
to obtain any capital for new work. 
result of this condition has been 
great financ'al stringency in all coun- 
tries, and a severe check has been given 
general prosperity and trade.

Object to Unfair Discounts. 

A great deal of comment is heard in 
loeal credit circles regarding the prac- 
tice of many of the larger retail stores 
throughout the country of taking dis- 
counts to which they are not entitled, 
It is not a rare thing, it was said yes- 
terday, to sell a bill of goocs at 2' per 
cent. discount for payment in ten days cr 
net thirty days, and to have a checkcome 
in at the end of the latter period cover- 


ing the bill minus the discount. This 
evil, while it is said to be comparative- 
ly new, has already been the means 
of losing thousands of dollars for 
merchants who permit it, and has lost 
accounts for other merchants who will 
mot accept the scheme as a legitimate 
business practice. In many instances 
wholesalers have returned checks in 
cases of unfair discount, but, if they 
succeed at all, they get the full amount 
due them only after considerable 
trouble and loss of time. Now when 
many wholesalers bill stores which 
make a practice of taking discounts 
unfairly they attach a sticker which is 
sent out by the National Association of 
Credit Men, and which says: 


Discount for cash is a premium for 
Prompt payment within the time and upon 
the terms as agreed, and when not earned 
should not be claimed. 

Please add to your next remittance §.... 


Many of the credit men who object to 
unfair discounts say that taking them 
is the work of some employe who wants 
to make a good showing for himself. 
The practice would not be tolerated by 
the store owners, they say, if it were 
known.

States General Appraisers will, it was 
said yesterday, bring a suit in the near 
future before the lower customs trib- 
unal to test the legality of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury’s ruling that 
litigants will not be allowed to consol- 
idate a number of protests on im- 


ported merchandise in order to escape 
the payment of $1 on each protest, as 
provided in the new tariff law. The 
lawyers and brokers had been planning 
to file protests collectively each thirty 
days, the time permitted under the 
law to appeal from the classifications 
imposed by the Collectors of Customs, 
and thereby circumvent the law so that 
not over $12 annually would be ex- 
pended on fees to the Government. The 
Plan to be followed by the attorneys is 
to base the test suit before the board 
and the Court of Customs Appeals on 
the “ sufficiency’? of the protests. 
Should a protest fee for each entry be 
held legal, the Government is expected 
to benefit to the extent of about $40,000 
annually,

Underwear Prices Unsettled. 

The recent advance in cotton has 
played havoc with manufacturers of 
heavy cotton underwear so far as fig- 
uring opening prices fér Fall, 1914, is 
concerned. Under normal conditions 
prices are named about this time on the 
following Fall’s product, but this year 
the uncertainty of material and labor 
ecsis has become such a factor in price 
making that quotations have been given 
on only a few lines, At least one of 
these lines has been withdrawn and re- 
priced within the last week. From pres- 
ent indications most of the new figures 
will show substantial advances over 
those quoted a year ago, Reports cur- 
rent in the trade tell of several lines of 
medium-grade goods that will be opened 
25 to 80 cents a dozen higher than ‘n 
1912. In the cheaper lines some grades 
of ribbed goods will be advanced 25 to 
374% cents a dozen over last year, and 
low-grade fleece goods will also open 
at higher leveis.

WORMSER LEFT ONLY $3,243. 


Former Banker, Supposed to be 
Wealthy, Lost Heavily in Stocks. 


Maurice S. Wormser, at one time a 
member of the banking firm of I; & S. 
Wormseer, and supposed, at his death on 
Sept. 30, 1909, to be wealthy, left assets 
worth only $3,243 with which to meet 
listed debts of $16,784, according to the 
report of the Transfer Tax Appraiser 
filed yesterday. Ever since his death 
ais widow, Mrs. Florine R. Wormser, 
and his creditors have searched for ad- 
ditional assets. In the actions before 
the Surrogates and the Supreme Court 
Justices many persons were mentioned 
as withholding property of the estate, 
but the appraisal report showed that 


Mr. Wormser had been a heavy and un- 
fortunate speculator in’ stocks. 

in an affidavit submitted to Appraiser 
Cuddithy, Mrs. Florine B. Wormser 
stated that she had good reason to be- 
lieve that Frederick A. Russell, through 
whom her husband made investments, 
had in his possession many valuable se- 
curities belonging rightfully to the es- 
tate Mr, Russell, when brought before 
the Appraiser to testify, acknowledged 
that he had carried on Mr. Wormser’s 
investments, selling 1,000 shares of 
Union Pacific Railroad stock, 500 shares 
Interborough Railway preferred, 1,000 
shares of Reading Railroad, and 300 
shares of Erie Railroad first preferred, 
but refused to tell through what brok- 
ers these transactions had been carried.

DRY GOODS OUTLOOK. 


Trade Heavier Than in Correspond- 
ing Period for Three Years. 
Special to The New York Timea, 
CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Marshall Field & 
Co. in their weekly review of the dry 

goods trade say: 


“Dry goods' trade during the week has 
been heavier than that: of any corre- 
sponding period in the last three years. 
The volume of orders placed by retailers 
through traveling representatives shows 
a substantial gain over the business of 
the previous week and of the same week 
a year ago. Buyers are dividing their 
attention about equally between Spring 
requirements and present demands.

The menth closed with practically all 
barometers indicating more satisfactory 
business than is recorded for the corre- 
sponding four weeks of last year. 

‘*‘ Cooler. weather has favored retail 
selling and has brought a better demand 
for heavier wearing apparel and acces~- 
sories such ag furs.’’

CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Commenting on the condition of trade 
and the movements of money, 
Review says: 

Evidences of trade recession are confined to 
industrial lines, strictly mercantile conditions 
remaining favorable. The reactionary tend- 
in iron and steel has become rather 
more marked, further price concessions being 
announced, and a slackening of operations 
noted at some mills, Through the process of 
lowering quotations new demands have heen 
Stimulated in certain directions and con- 
sumption !s well maintained, with hopeful 
views expressed regarding the outlook. While 
the report of the leading producer for the 
September quarter did net equal expectations, 
with one exception the net earnings exceeded 
all previous records for the period and a sub- 
Stantial gain was shown over last year. La- 
bor troubles still exert an adverse effect in 
some industries, but cotton goods manufact- 
urers are Well engaged and values reflect in- 
creased firmness as a rgsult of the high cost 
of the raw ‘material. 

Bank clearings continue to display con- 
siderable irregularity, the total this week 
at all leading cities in the United States 
amounting to $2,797,578,013, as against $3,- 
076,007,655 the same week last year, and 
$2,940,585,384 the corresponding week in 1911, 
a falling off of 9.1 and 4.9 per cent., re- 
spectively, compared with those periods, This 
somewhat indifferent comparison Is to a 
large extent accounted for by the contraction 
at New York City, that centre reporting 
losses of 13.0 and 7.8 per cent., as contrasted 
with the similar weeks in 1912 and 1911, 
while the total of all outside cities is only 
1.2 per cent. smaller than last year and 
shows a gain of 0.7 per cent, over two years 
age.

The professional character oe the 
stock market was well illustrated yes- 
terday through the contraction of bus!- 
ness after call money started sharply 
forward.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 81.—At the final 
session of the State Railway Commis— 
sioners’ conference to-day that body 
adopted a report by James KF. Sague of 
the Public Service Commission for the 
Second District of New York, pointing | 
out the complex problem associated with 
the demand for steel cars on interstate 
railways. This report was submitted by 
Mr. Sague as Chairman of the conven- 
tion’s Committee on Rails and Equip- 
ment. 

Edgar E. Clark, Chairman of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, is a 
member of the committee preparing the 
report, which says that much study and 
{nvestigation must be made, and ‘all 
the elements of the problem must be 
considered before important action on 
this subject, through legislation or by 
commission orders, can safely be de- 
elded.”’ 

Although numerous collisions and de- 
railments during the last three years 


have created a general belief that the 
substitution of steel for wooden cars 
would be of decided advantage in pro-

moting safety, the Sague committee, in 
view of the complexities of the subject, 
decided it was premature to attempt to 
express final conclusions on behalf of 
the committee at this time. 

‘‘The rapid introduction of steel cars,’’ 
says the Sague report, ‘‘ appears to have 
started with the electric operation of the 
New York City terminals from the ne- 
cessities of electric railway service. The 
danger from fire in wooden cars due to 
electrit short circuits has long been ap- 
preciated by electrical engineers. _ The 
result has been a rapid introduction of 
stee] equipment in trains operating into 
New York, especially by the Pennsylva- 
nia and New York Central Railroads. 

“The collision and derailment record 
appears to be favorable to steel cars and 
their advantages have been pointed out 
in the accident reports to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and by various 
railroad commissions. The result has 
been a practical abandonment of wooden 
car construction and an enormous de- 
velopment of the steel car industry.”’ 

Abandon Wooden Cars. 

The report indicates the extent to 
which the railroads have been introduc- 
ing steel cars, and shows that 247 com- 
panies operating 227,574 miles of road 
and 57,598 passenger vehicles, bought 
1,800 cars in 1909, of which 26 per cent. 
were steel; 2,660 cars in 1912, of which 
68.7 per cent. were steel, 20.9 per cent. 
of steel underframe construction, and 
only 10.4 per cent. of wood construc- 
tion, while 1,649 cars were under con- 
struction on Jan. 1 last, of which only 
3.3 per cent. were of wood, and 85.2 per 
cent. were all-steel construction. Be- 
tween Jan. 1 and July 1, 1912, orders 
were given by railways for 1,140 passen- 
ger cars. Of these 1,064, or 93.3 per 
cent., are of all-steel construction, and 
76 cars, or 6.7 per cent., have steel un- 
derframes. The report also shows that 
the construction of wooden passenger 
equipment has practically ceased. On 
Jan. 1 last there were 7,271 all-steel and 
3,296 steel underframe cars in service. 
There were 6,642 all-steel cars more in 
service last January than four years 
before. 

‘Tt would appear now,”’ says the re- 
port, ‘‘that the number of all-steel 
cars in service are over 10 per cent. of 
the total equipment, and steel under- 
frame cars over 4 per cent., a total of 
nearly 15 per cent. The approximate 
cost of replacement of wooden cars by 
steel is estimated by the railroads as 
follows:

Need of Track Improvements. 


“Probably the main question on which 
we should express our views,’’ says the 
report, ‘‘is whether increased expen- 
ditures should be made for steel cars for 


the purpose of minimizing the effect of 
collisions and derailments, or whether 
such improvement funds as are avail- 
able should be primarily devoted to im- 
provements in track, signaling, and in- 
creased supervision with a view to the 
prevention of this class of accidents. It 


/ is also advisable to consider the subject 


with a view to forming a judgment as 


; to whether the situation has reached a 
| sufficiently critical stage to demand in- 
| creased expenditures for all of the im- 


provements indicated.” 

The report shows that the class of ac- 
cidents which have led to the demand 
for steel cars has been rear-end col- 
lisions, and that ‘‘it appears clear that 
the most important elements in this con- 
are the signaling system, 
and devotion to duty of 
engine and train men, and the selection, 


| instruction, and discipline of these men; 
; most of the recent accident records in- 
| dicate the possibility of improvement in 
|; one or more of these directions.” 


“The principal accident now in mind,’’ 
‘is probably the 
end collision on the New Haven 
Railroad in Connecticut. In this case 
defects appear from the investigation to 
have developed under most of the heads 
noted above. A principal cause of the 
accident appears to nave been the oper- 
ation of following sections of fast trains 
too closely together for safety. This 
resulted from the absence of distant 
signals. It is safe to say that. distant 
signals will invariably be used under 
similar conditions in the future, that 
trains will therefore be automatically 
spaced further apart, and that the 
chamces of accident will be correspond- 
ingly reduced.’’ 

Discussing the question of better rails 
the report says that owing to a variety 
of conditions the ‘‘ rail failure 
tion ’’ is of much less public interest 
now than it was last year, but the sub- 
ject no less important. 

“The main reason for its decreased 
prominence,’’ said the report, ‘‘is the 
decreased breakage of rails due to the 
more favorable weather conditions this 
year than last. These favorable condi- 
tions indicated by the fact that the rail 
breakage in the State of New York for 
twelve months this year was 3,297, as 
compared with 5,900 for the preceding 
year.”’ 

The report indicates that open hearth 
ails have fewer failures than those 
made by the Bessemer process and calls 
attention to the fact that there is now 
a great increase in the use of open 
hearth process rails. 

**Much of the criticism,’’ says the re- 
port, ‘‘has been directed against the

DEFEND NEW HAVEN RAILS. 


Road’s Officials Testify That They 
Are Above the Standard. , 


PROVIDENCE, Oct. 31.—The joint in- 
vestigation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and Public Utilities Com- 
mission into the wreck of the Gilt Edge 
express at Westerly last Saturday 
night was ended late this afternoon 
after twenty witnesses had been ex- 
amined. 

In the testimony of New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad officials 
and the train crew it appeared that the 
New Haven road used a rail of a stand- 
ard differing from that recommended by

| 


the American Association of Railway 
Engineers, and that it was possible for 
the defective rail which caused the 
wreck to have been broken hours, or 
possibly days, before it chused the 
wreck. The Merchants’ Limited, trav- 
eling at a rate of more than fifty-five 
miles an hour, went over the rail an 
hour and a quarter before the accident. 
W. J. Backus of New Haven, Engi- 


neer of. Maintenance and Ways, testified 
that the rail used by the New Haven 
road contained a greater percentage of 
carbon than the standard recommended 
by the railway engineers. He said that 
the flaw in the rail probably had de- 
veloped since it was laid and had not 
occurred in the manufacture. Engineers 
of both the Gilt Edge and Merchants’ 
Limited said they had ridden over 
broken rails before without realizing it. 
Charles Anderson of Westerly, sec- 
tion foreman in charge of the stretch 
of road where the wreck occurred, said 
that seven broken rails had been taken 
from his section of three and one-half 
miles since June 5, 1910. In one in- 
stance a break was discovered in a new 
rail two days after it had been laid. 
He said he had eight men working to 
maintain a trackage of six miles. 
Special Agent F. A. Howard of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, who 
did most of the questioning of witnesses, 
said during the inquiry that the total

HAVE TOO MUCH WATER. 


Reclamation of Everglades Hindered 
by Inadequate Drainage Canals. 


The history of the reclamation work in 
the Florida Everglades is like that of 
many irrigation projects, except that 
the troubles have been due to too much 
rather than to too little water, says The 
Engineering Record. [t will be difficult 
to discover a more emphatic lesson of 
the importance of a thorough study of 
rainfall and runoff in drainage and ir- 
rigation than is afforded by the work 
upon which the State of Florida has 
embarked. It Is evidant that the canal 
system which is under construction 
there is wholly inadequate for its pur- 
poses, and that its deficient capacity 
is due to inadequate preliminary en- 
gineering investigations. 

The distribution of rainfall over large 
areas Is something that the experienced 
engineer rarely guesses about. [t is af-

fected by so many conditions that there 
is no scientific approximation to actual 
records which is usually sufficientiy ac- 
curate to warrant heavy investments 
upon its results) In the Florida case 
engineers report that not only were 
available records not used in preparing 
the plans for the drainage of the Ever- 
glades and the regulation of Lake Okee- 
chobee, but inapplicable records were 
employed in part, and the deductions as 
to the probabie runoff were based on 
unsound reasoning. 

The result of this engineering blunder 
has been to involve the State of Florida 
in something approaching a land scan- 
dal, to bring the men engaged in a 
legitimate real estate development into 
a must disagreeable position, and to 
lead many thousands of gece to Invest 
in swamp land in the belief that it was 
ready for market gardening. It is a 
rather striking commentary on the reia- 
tive business methods of public and 
private bodies that the first thorough 
preliminary study of the Everglade:- 
problem was made for the prfvate land 
company which is now going ahead tuo 
protect ita lands and those it has soi 
according to the plans of its engineerinz 
advisers. Later, the State, awakened 
to the situation, determined to’ follow 
the company’s example.

. PITTSBURGH, Oct. 31.—Nearly $100,- 
000 is disbursed to heroes or their rela- 
tives by the Carnegie Hero Fund Com- 
mission in its report made public to- 
May. The commission distributes im- 
Mediately $91,000 in awards of $2,000 and 
$1,000 each. There are sixteen awards 
of $2,000 and thirty-nine of $1,000 each. 
The remainder are in awards consisting 
ef pensions ranging from $5 to $65 a 
month, and in cash sums under $1,000. 
A medal, either bronze or silver or gold, 
a@ccompanies every award.
